AAF Officer Strength 


General Carl Spaatz, Commanding 
General, Army Air Forces, announced 22 
April that the Army Air Forces is re- 
quired to release volunteer and non-vol- 
unteer officers to bring the total down to 
the number necessary to maintain the 70 
air groups planned as the interim strength 
of the AAF. This reduction in personnel 
will take place immediately. 

All Army Air Forces personnel have 
been screened, and the number of officers 
that elected to remain on active duty far 
exceeds the number authorized for the 
postwar Army Air Force. The AAF will 
use as a basis for retention of officer per- 
sonnel, age, physical condition, military 
experience, background qualifications and 
potential value, suiting the needs of the 
peacetime organization. This reduction of 
officer personnel will affect all ages and 
grades. 

In January, 1946, each officer signed a 
category statement expressing his desire 
to remain on active duty for a period of 
time, or be released at the earliest prac- 
ticable date. 

Since there are more officers who 
elected to remain on duty than there are 
duty assignments to be filled, certain in- 
dividuals, who elected to remain and who 
cannot be utilized by the AAF will be 
placed on an inactive status, unless their 
services are required by another arm or 
branch of the service. The officers return- 


ing to civilian life may be absorbed by- 


the National Guard or the Reserve Corps, 
on an inactive status. The personnel con- 
cerned will be notified by their command- 
ing officers of the approximate date on 
which they will return to civilian life. 
Each officer who is placed on an inactive 
status will be given a minimum notice of 
30 days prior to his release. 

The releasing of non-volunteers will re- 
sult in the loss of highly trained per- 
sonnel, especially those with years of tech- 
nical and professional experience. To meet 
this shortage in jobs for which other of- 
ficers cannot be trained immediately, the

Unification of Services 


The Administration bill for unification 
of the armed forces, pushed vigorously by 
President Truman, was approved by the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee on 23 
April for consideration on the floor of 
the Senate. 

Although the committee’s action was 
accepted as endorsement of the unifica- 
tion principle, its smooth passage through 
the Military committee was no indication 
that it would get through the Senate in 
its present form. 

“No member of the committee is so 
optimistic as to believe it would be 
adopted by Congress and signed by the 
President without change,” Senator El- 
bert Thomas (D-Utah), chairman of the 
Military committee declared. 

For that matter, with current discus- 
sions on the British loan and draft ex- 
tension listed as “musts” for the im- 
mediate future, Senator Thomas would 
not predict that the merger bill will be 
discussed in this session of Congress. Sub- 
sequent demands, made 24 April by the 
Senate Naval Affairs committee for hear- 
ings of its own, foretold further delay. 

Senator Thomas, whose subcommittee 
framed the Administration bill, will meet 
with the Naval Committee on 30 April to 
confer on the merger. The Naval Affairs 
committee, which supports Navy Depart- 
ment opposition to the elimination of the 
Navy Cabinet post, is now in a position 
to write an adverse report on the meas- 
ure. 

The Military Affairs committee vote 
for approval was 12 to 2, the dissenting 
votes being cast by Senator Thomas C. 
Hart (R-Conn.), retired Admiral who 
was formerly Commander-in-Chief of the 
Asiatic Fleet and Senator Bridges. The

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Schedule of Demotions 
In Army Rank Approved 


The War Department has notified over- 
seas theater commanders and the com- 
manding generals of the major commands 
of the detailed plan for further demotion 
of officers. 

From the period 1 May to 1 Sept., 
monthly increments of 500 temporary 
colonels will be reduced to lieutenant 
colonels—2,500 in all. 

In similar monthly increments com- 
mencing 1 June 2,000 temporary lieu- 
tenant colonels will be demoted to major. 

At the end of this period further reduc- 
tions will be made, extending through cap- 
tains. 

At the present time there are in the 
Army approximately 10,000 colonels and 
18,000 lieutenant colonels. Under the War 
Department’s plan of demotion there 
would be a shortage of 500 lieutenant 
colonels by 1 Sept. In operation, however, 
the demotion of colonels will actually re- 
sult in a 2,000 surplus of lieutenant 
colonels, who in turn must be reduced. 

Text of the message sent 15 April to 
commanding generals in all overseas 
theaters and to commanding generals of 
the Air, Ground and Service Forces by 
Maj. Gen. Willard S. Paul, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1, follows: 

“Following projections regarding the 
demotion of officers are furnished for your 
information and planning to amplify WCL 
28997, 28 March 1946. One grade demo- 
tions will be effected so long as necessary 
to maintain the officer grade distribution 
within the Army-wide grade require- 
ments. At this time it does not appear 
that any officer will be demoted more than 
one grade before 1 July 1947. Commenc- 
ing 1 May 1946 colonels will be demoted 
in approximately equal increments of 500 
each month so that 2500 colonels will be 
reduced to lieutenant colonel by 1 Sept. 
1946. Commencing 1 June 1946 lieutenant 
colonels will be demoted in approximately 
equal increments of 500 each month so 
that 2000 lieutenant colonels will be 
reduced to major by 1 Sept. 1946. Under 
present plans no majors or below will be 
reduced before 1 Sept. 1946. 

“Between 1 Sept. 1946 and 1 Feb. 1947 
the following reductions may be neces- 
sary: 500 more colonels, 1000 more lieu- 
tenant colonels, 2000 majors and 5500 cap- 
tains. Between 1 Feb. 1947 and 1 July 
1947, 150 more colonels may have to be 
reduced but no other grades will be af- 
fected. 

“There are approximately 10,000 colo- 
nels in the Army now, 2.000 of which are 
non-volunteers who desire relief from ac- 
tive duty as soon as possible. The above 
contemplates the loss of the 2,000 non- 
volunteers and the reduction of 2,500 of 
the Regular Army and non-Regular Army 
volunteers to reach a strength of 5,500 
colonels by 1 Sept. 1946. 

“There are approximately 18,000 lieu- 
tenant colonels in the Army, of which 7,- 
000 are non-volunteers. There is an in- 
dicated shortage of 500 lientenant colo- 
nels as of 1 Sept. 1946. However, the 
reduction of 2,500 colonels to lieutenant 
colonels results in a periodically increas- 
ing surplus of lieutenant colonels amount- 
ing to 2,000, which must be eliminated 
through reduction to major by 1 Sept.

Service Chiefs Praise Chaplains 

Praise for the fine work of Service 
chaplains came this week from both Gen- 
eral of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
chief of staff of the Army, and Fleet Ad- 
miral Chester W. Nimitz, Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

The Service leaders spoke at the annual 
meeting of the General Commission on 
Army and Navy Chaplains, a section of 
the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America, which was held in 
Washington 24 April. 

Presiding at the noon luncheon held at 
the Statler Hotel was Right Reverend 
Henry Knox Sherrill, Protestant Episco- 
pal Bishop of Massachusetts, chairman of 
the Commission. Attending the luncheon 
as guests were prominent clergymen and 
laymen of the nation, in addition to staff 
members of the Chaplains’ Corps of the 
Army and Navy, with representatives of 
the press as additional guests. 

The invocation was voiced by the Chief 
of Navy Chaplains, Rear Adm. William 
N. Thomas, and the benediction was pro- 
nounced by the Director of the Chaplaincy 
Service of the Veterans’ Administration, 
Chaplain Crawford W. Brown. 

Gen. Eisenhower 

General Eisenhower in his talk said: 

“Except in a moral regeneration throughout 
the world, there is no hope for us and we are 
all going to disappear one day in the dust of 
an atomic explosion, even as we support all 
of the more formalistic approaches to inter- 
national peace, such as are represented in the 
United Nations. We must do all that we can 
toward progressive disarmament, for which I 
think we should all pray very sincerely. There 
must go hand in hand a mutual tolerance and 
understanding, a sympathy for the other fel- 
low’s point of view. In short, the training of 
our own minds that are certainly implicit in 
the Christian religion. 

“I believe in organization just as much as I 
believe in the moral regeneration of this world 
and, through the Church, there is the oppor- 
tunity for organizing these moral forces so as 
to bring them forcefully to the world and to 
realize real progress. 

“The Chaplain in the Army is no good who 
is merely spending his time in a negative way 
trying to keep his men from close contact with 
sin. The Chaplain has to be a dynamic force 
along lines of straight thinking, rather than 
just keeping him tonight away from the wine 
bottle or some other place where he will do 
something for which he will be ashamed to- 
morrow. Nevertheless, this whole problem is 
to try to reach the goal that must lie im- 
portantly in the hearts of all of us.” 

Adm. Nimitz 

In his address Admiral Nimitz said: 

“No corps in the Navy suffered as high a 
percentage of casualties as the Chaplain Corps 
in the Japanese attacks on Pearl Harbor, the 
Philippines, and the Naval actions around 
Java. Three of the Regular Navy chaplains 
were killed in action; one was wounded; three 
were prisoners (non-survivors) and one 
prisoner survived. One of the Reserve chap- 
lains was killed in action and one prisoner 
survived. During the first months of the war, 
7.6 per cent of the 105 Regular Navy chaplains 
on duty on 7 December, became casualties 
(deceased, wounded, taken prisoner). The 
total number of Regular and Reserve Chap- 
lains on duty at the time of Pearl Harbor was 
192 of which 5.2 per cent became casualties. 

“Eleven other Navy chaplains were killed in 
action. Three who were prisoners of the 
Japanese aboard a prison ship which was tor- 
pedoed in Subic Bay in December, 1944, later 
died. Their fellow prisoners have testified as 
to their courage and inspiration to their com- 
rades, 

“As of 18 April 1946, 111 Navy chaplains 
have been decorated for their heroism and 
their outstanding service. The awards range 
through the series from the nation’s highest 
military award, the Meda) of Honor, bestowed 
on Chaplain Joseph T. O'Callahan to the Pur- 





ple Heart Medal which was given to the forty 
Navy chaplains who were wounded. 

“Plans are being made for the post-war 
work of the Navy chaplains. As of 18 April 
there were 1,526 Regular and Reserve chap- 
lains on active duty. Of this number 177 are 
in the Regular Navy. The Navy should have 
381 chaplains in this category now and 481 a 
year from now. It is anticipated that these 
additional chaplains for the Regular Navy 
will be obtained by transfers of qualified war- 
time Reserve chaplains. The training of new 
chaplains entering the Regular Navy from 
civilian life will be “in service indoctrination” 
under senior chaplains after which they will 
be ordered to regular duty. 

“It is planned that chaplains in the post- 
war Navy will take refresher courses at a 
seminary of their choice after five years of 
service. Later they may take additional Navy 
educational courses and, after sufficient ser- 
vice, further training at the Junior War Col- 
lege, the Senior War College, and the Na- 
tional War College.” 





Discipline in Europe 

A return to barracks life and more ex- 
ercise on the drill field were ordered by 
General Joseph T. McNarney this week to 
check what he described as a deterioration 
of discipline among European troops. 

The crackdown was ordered because 
“discipline in certain localities and com- 
mands in this theater has deteriorated to 
the point of discrediting the fine perform- 
ance of our troops in general.” 

The European theater commander 
ordered all unit commanders to “devote 
themselves to the re-establishment of 
discipline.” 

“This becomes their most important 
military function,” he declared. 

His corrective measures followed 
recommendations by Army medical offi- 
cers that troops be given more exercise on 
the drill field as a means of checking the 
venereal rate among European soldiers, 
which has risen to an average of 211 cases 
per thousand men a year. 

The General blamed the deterioration 
of Army discipline primarily on too rapid 
re-deployment, heavy turnover in person- 
nel, and inexperienced replacement 
troops, and listed the following corrective 
measures intended to raise morale and 
standards of discipline: 

1. New training programs, which would 
leave soldiers less idle time and less en- 
ergy to get in trouble; 

2. A 2300 curfew on all soldiers except 
those having good conduct records; 

8. More rigid control of firearms and 
court-martial for carrying weapons illeg- 
ally; 

4. More intensive control of venereal 
disease; and 

5. Swift punishment of lawlessness or 
offenses against civilians. 

General McNarney discredited the pos- 
sibility suggested by newsmen that the de- 
terioration of Army discipline was caused 
by concerted efforts of communists to 
undermine Army efficiency. Instead, he 
indicated that the matter resulted from 
demobilization, and was a matter for the 
Army only to handle. 

He said that the European theater is 
now “approaching a condition of reason- 
able stability,” and that “excuses pre- 
viously made that effective action was im- 
possible because of the rapid turnover of 
officers and men are no longer valid.” He 
concluded that “continued tolerance of low 
standards of discipline will be considered 
as evidence of failure in command.” 

As evidence of the breakdown in morale 
and discipline, General McNarney listed 
the following: 





“(a) Participation in black market activi- 
ties and in indulgence in drunkenness. 

“(b) A high absent without leave rate and 
an excessive incidence of other disciplinary 
infractions. 

“(c) High automobile accident rate. 

“(d) Excessive venereal disease rate. 

“(e) General lack of smartness in appear- 
ance and conscientious observance of military 
courtesy. 

“(f) Complaining attitude toward consti- 
tuted military authority and those duties es- 
sential to maintain high standards of sol- 
dierly efficiency.” 

Maj. Claude M. Eberhart, venereal dis- 
ease control officer for the European 
theater, said the venereal rate was an ob- 
vious indication of the letdown in morale 
and discipline. The annual rate has risen 
from 52 cases per thousand a year to 427 
cases per thousand in some areas, he said, 
adding: 

“There is no guarantee that the rate 
won’t continue to rocket. Food shortages, 
as they grow worse, will increase the 
promiscuity of girls, who will become 
more willing to sell themselves for choco- 
late bars and the necessities of life which 
soldiers can provide. 

“One of the few alternatives is to en- 
force Army discipline, with emphasis on 
drills, reviews, parades, tightening of 
courtesy and general discipline, and a re- 
institution of military calls, such as re- 
treat and reveille. 

“This will not only keep the idle soldier 
off the streets but will give him pride in 
being a soldier. Right now soldiers have 
no pride, and men without pride don’t care 
with whom they sleep.” 





Gen. Eisenhower to Pacific 

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower conferred with President Truman 
yesterday to complete plans for the Chief 
of Staff’s tour of inspection of American 
installations in the Pacific. He will leave 
the National Airport, Washington, D. C., 
at 8 a.m. tomorrow. 

The Army Chief of Staff conferred with 
the President on board the yacht Wil- 
liamsburg, lying off Quantico, Va. 

The trip will take General Eisenhower 
from Hamilton Field, Calif., to Hawaii, 
Kwajalein, Guam, Saipan, Tinian, Tokyo, 
Okinawa, and Wake Island. 

From Wake, he will return to the 
United States by way of Hawaii. 

Accompanying General Eisenhower will 
be Maj. Gen. Howard McC. Snyder, Office 
of the Inspector General ; Maj. Gen. How- 
ard A. Craig, War Department General 
Staff; Brig. Gen. William E. Bergin, War 
Department General Staff; Col. Frank A. 
Bogart, Army Service Forces ; Col. Doug- 
las Parmentir, War Department Public 
Relations Officer ; Capt. C. Craig Cannon, 
aide to General Eisenhower; Warrant 
Officer Leland W. Thompson, and M. Sgt. 
William Farr. 

General Eisenhower is expected to re- 
turn to the United States about 18 May, 
the exact date being dependent on flying 
conditions and possible changes of plans. 





Survivor of Custer’s Last Stand 

Sgt. Jacob Horner, 92-year-old sur- 
vivor of Custer’s Last Stand, made a 
brief call on Secretary of War Patterson 
this week.

Keep Strong Now, Says General 
Eisenhower 


A warning that the United States must 
maintain its military strength until inter- 
national security is guaranteed, was 
sounded by General of the Army Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, Chief of. Staff, 25 April 
in an address before the Bureau of Ad- 
vertising of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association meeting in New York 
City. 

Progressive universal disarmament, he 
declared, is a necessary step toward en- 
during peace but until such peace is as- 
sured we must remain strong. 

Discipline 

In his address General Eisenhower also 
touched on service discipline, saying: 

“The War Department is reaffirming by 
word and action that the discipline required 
in the military establishment is not an 
authorization for abuse of personal preroga- 
tive. While there must be different degrees 
of authority, there are no different degrees 
of justice. All must understand that military 
rank is a recognition of responsibility and not 
a ration book of personal privilege.” 


Reduction of Arms 
Concerning armament he declared: 
“On the record, uncoordinated disarmament 

by itself is a treacherous road toward our 
goal. The caution to be observed is that dis- 
armament is not unbalanced. But this truth 
does not lessen the importance of insisting 
upon progressive, universal disarmament. 

“The results will be universally beneficial. 
First, the resources now poured into organi- 
zations whose purposes are essentially nega- 
tive and sterile will be devoted to the con- 
structive purpeses of peace. But more than 
this—the effect of progress along this path 
will engender mutual confidence and so pro- 
mote a more rapid movement along the two 
others. That progress will, in turn, permit 
further disarmament. Thus there will develop 
a reciprocal effect that will hasten full attain- 
ment of the ultimate goal. 

“In the meantime, until the day when the 
United Nations can guarantee our interna- 
tional security, we ourselves must assure our 
national security. But our security program, 
if it is to be a bulwark of democracy, must be 
the concern of every citizen and not merely 
the vocation of a small professional group. 

“National security, as I see it, is a state of 
organized readiness to meet external aggres- 
sion by a quick and effective mobilization of 
public opinion, trained men, proved weapons, 
and essential industries, integrated into the 
most efficient instrument of armed defense, 
and reinforced by the support of every citizen 
in the measure and form necessary for the 
preservation of our way of life. 

“The security establishment comprises 4! 
the people, all our enterprises, all our Gov- 
ernment if it is to be adequate in this atomic 
age. But it must so engage their efforts 
to permit the full development of every aspect 
of peaceful life. 

“The security establishment of our de 
mocracy must always remain representative 
of our way of life. It must not be a belligerent 
and noisy horde, screaming threats of atomic 
destruction, disrupting world harmony. It 
must not attempt to build the country into 4 
warehouse or stockpile for war. Belligerenc 
is the hallmark of insecurity—the secure 1% 
tion does not need threat to maintain its pos 


tion. 
“Moreover, there is no guarantee of security 
in military machines alone—twice in our life- 


time we have broken the most powerful mili- 
tary machine in Europe and, during the latest 
war, we reduced its Pacific counterpart to ® 
huge but helpless skeleton. 

“In the final analysis, whether or not the 
Army can do its part for democracy depends 
on the citizen’s interest in the service and tf 
ciprocally on the Army’s understanding of its 
relations with the citizen. The American news 
paper can bridge the gap that has too often 
separated them in the past.”

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The Qualities of an Officer 


The war time record of the officer corps 
of the American Army was “one to thrill 
every true American with pride,” General 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, Chief 
of Staff, declared 21 April at a sunrise 
muster service at Texas A. & M. College. 

In his talk General Eisenhower dwelt 
at length on the qualities of an officer, 
how they are produced, and what is ex- 
pected of them. He said: 

“You well know that the officer who pre- 
tends to a position of human rather than of 
mere official superiority, who dares not test 
himself to the fullest before the eyes of his 
followers, who deliberately thrusts upon his 
men added danger, suffering or exhausting 
work in order that he may himself escape 
their full impact, is not, in the eyes of his 
men, an officer and a leader, regardless of 
the weight of the insignia he carries upon 
his shoulder. 

“During the war a broad survey was made 
to determine what qualities enlisted men con- 
sidered most important in a good officer. Our 
soldiers thought the two prime requisites 
were first, his ability or competence; second, 
they named his interest in the welfare of his 
men. As to his personal attitude, Maj. Gen. 
John M. Schofield described it well to the 
Cadets at West Point in 1887. He said: ‘The 
discipline which makes the soldiers of a free 
country reliable in battle is not to be gained 
by harsh or tyrannical treatment. On the 
contrary, such treatment is far more likely 
to destroy than to make an army. It is possi- 
ble to give commands in such manner as to 
inspire an intense desire to obey; while the 
opposite manner cannot fail to excite strong 
resentment and a desire to disobey. The one 
mode or the other springs from a correspond- 
ing spirit in the breast of the commander. 
He who feels the respect which is due to 
others cannot fail to inspire in them regard 
for himself; while he who feels disrespect to- 
wards others cannot fail to inspire 
hatred against himself.’ 

“It is the commander who shares, naturally 
and unpretentiously, in every problem of the 
group, whether in bivouac or on the battle- 
field; who gains the confidence of his men 
and gives to them his own; who shares with 
them every vicissitude of fortune; who takes 
no thought of himself until every need of all 
of his men has been accomodated; who learns 
from them as much as he can teach them, 
and who expresses in every word and deed 
his pride of belonging to the whole who in- 
variably gains for himself the greatest re- 
ward that can come to any man. 

“This reward is the respect, esteem and 
love of his associates. Moreover, his is an 
elite unit. Such a man is a stranger to re 
sentment from his men. They accord—they 
demand for him—a position before the world 
that comes only to those who have rendered 
honest service to their fellows. 

“It is this type of officer and leader that 
the ROTC must develop. It cannot be done 
in days or weeks—it requires months and 
years of training, of study, of reflection. The 
Nation’s war needs in officers—if war should 
again come to us—cannot possibly be met 
without the ROTC. No regular establishment 
can meet the requirements in numbers, while 
shorter emergency periods of training, al- 
though effective in the rapid selection and 
specialized combat training of promising ma- 
terial, cannot possibly provide the oppor- 
tunity for full development of the promise 
into rounded, understanding leadership. 

“For it is not true that ‘leaders are born 

never made.’ That notion is a tattered rem- 
nant of a system that went out with the bow 
and arrow, It is true that a real leader must 
be inherently endowed with certain essen- 
tials, among which are personal integrity, 
intelligence, common sense, and stability un- 
der pressure. But this is only the raw ma- 
terial that reaches its ultimate effectiveness 
under wise and persistent development. Given 
the rich stock of American manhood to draw 
upon, selection and training will continue to 
produce an even more magnificent body of 
unit leaders than those who in the late war 
led 8 million other Americans to the most 
decisive and the greatest victory with the 
‘owest losses, that the world has known. 

“The ROTC accomplishes, to a remarkable 
degree, both this selection and this training. 
A college course is by its nature a selective 
and screening process. By and large, those 
who graduate are tested risks for carrying 
through to a successful conclusion the diverse 
enterprises of modern military science. The 
ROTC man receives much more than military 
training. He has been subjected to an in- 
creasingly difficult series of mental chal- 
lenges. He gains information and, more im- 
portant, he gains tolerance, appreciation, and 
on of the problems of mankind.

“In our country, we hold that every man 
Should have the opportunity to rise to any 
Station in his chosen profession commensu- 
rate with his ability. This is not merely a 
pretty theory in the Army. It is the guiding 
principle upon which we act. We provided the

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Military Academy, to which entrance lies in 
the hands of our elected representatives of 
the people; we established the CMTC before 
the war and the Officer Candidate Schools 
during the war; we commissioned specialists 
directly from civil life, and finally, gave 
battlefield commissions to men who displayed 
the ultimate requirements of an officer in 
being able to lead troops successfully in the 
face of the enemy. The war-time Officer Corps 
of the American Army was the best the Amer- 
ican nation could provide. It had no arti- 
ficial limitations due to race, color, or creed. 
Its record is one to thrill every true Ameri- 
can with pride. Its splendid leadership en- 
abled our army to defeat two of the most 
powerful military machines the world has 
ever seen. To say that some officers might 
have done more or done better should not 
be allowed to obscure the main issue. 

“The soldier of our citizen army recognizes 
his commander as one of his fellow men, He 
has no fear and must not be allowed to have 
any fear of that officer as a man, no feeling 
of inferiority toward him as a citizen of this 
Republic. The American way of life has 
taught each to think for himself, to be an 
individual, to be self-reliant. It has taught 
him that he is in every respect a free man, 
and it has engendered within him the desire 
for success and achievement. 

“At the same time he has learned, from 
his daily contacts, to recognize intelligence 
and integrity and the qualities of leadership 
in others. He is not a follower by nature but 
will extend himself to the utmost for those in 
whom he feels he can place his trust. 

“It is out of such stuff that’ American 
Armies have always been made. It is those 
qualities and characteristics that have con- 
tributed so much to our victories. To the 
American military leader, this truth offers an 
opportunity and a challenge. An opportunity 
in that these men can, by proper leadership, 
be welded into an unbeatable army. A chal- 
lenge in that it calls for the exercise of the 
highest degree of justice, imagination, and 
initiative to explore and develop the potenti- 
alities of the young Americans in their 
charge.” 





The Atomic Bomb 

The pressure of time in which to au- 
thorize the use of naval vessels in the 
atom bomb test spurred Congress this 
week to fashion legislative authority so 
that it may be ready in time for the first 
test 1 July. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs dug out of the legislative docket a 
joint resolution passed by the House on 
12 March permitting the destruction of 
up to 100 Navy warships, and with the 
approval of the Navy, in one instance, and 
on the advice of the President, in another, 
twice amended the original House resolu- 
tion. 

First, it reduced the number of Ameri- 
can combatant-type ships to 33, so that, 
in line with proposals contained in a let- 
ter from Vice Admiral W. H. P. Blandy, 
Operations Crossroads commander, tar- 
get ships would number 74 instead of 
100. Then it eliminated a clause of the 
original bill that would have required 
Secretary Forrestal to “come into agree- 
ment” with the two naval affairs com- 
mittees on the prospective employment 
of ships in the Bikini Atoll experiments. 
This followed the recommendation of 
President Truman. 

President Truman's intercession in the 
atom bomb legislation indicated definite- 
ly that the operation bears his complete 
endorsement, and following his recom- 
mendation on molding the legislation, 





Congressional opposition to the bomb tests 
lessened considerably. 

With these changes, the atom bomb 
legislation was recommitted to the Sen- 
ate naval affairs committee on 12 April, 
and, with the committee report due for 
submission to the Senate by early next 
week, a Senate vote on the proposal is 
probable by the end of the week. This 
would necessitate a conference commit- 
tee of members of the naval committees 
of the Senate and House to effect a com- 
promise. 

Otherwise, the House-passed resolution 
(H. J. Res. 307) contains authority for 
the Secretary of the Navy, with the ap- 
proval of the President, “to employ ves- 
sels of the Navy as targets for purposes 
of test and experimentation in determin- 
ing the effect of atomic weapons upon 
such vessels.” 

In this connection, Rear Adm. William 
S. Parsons, in charge of technical direc- 
tion for the atom bomb tests, told a meet- 
ing of science writers on 23 April that 
the atom bomb was misnamed, and should 
rightfully be called a “nuclear fissure 
bomb.” 

After use of the target ships, the Navy 
would be empowered to sink those con- 
sidered unseaworthy, or to retain others 
with or without repair for further test 
and experimentation or for such naval 
use as they may then permit. 

The Secretaries of War and Navy are 
enjoined to make adequate security-mea- 
sures to safeguard “information, obser- 
vations, findings, conclusions, and recom- 
mendations pertaining to and resulting 
from these tests,” with the same degree 
of security that would be attached to any 
other vital military information. 

To carry out these provisions, no in- 
vitations have ‘been issued to observers 
of foreign countries to witness the Bikini 
experiment, and preparations have been 
made to screen information released by 
press and radio representatives who at- 
tend. 





Private Cars in Japan 

Tokyo—Limited use of Army mainte- 
nance facilities in Japan and Korea for 
privately-owned automobiles has been au- 
thorized by the War Department at the 
request of GHQ. This service will be a 
temporary arrangement pending the set- 
ting-up of regular filling stations and 
garages by post exchanges. 

As soon as facilities are available, the 
pre-war practice of post exchange super-

be resumed. 

All servicing of privately-owned cars 
will be on a reimbursement basis as pro- 
vided in Ordnance Department regula- 
tions. Charges for labor and materials 
used will be assessed. 

GHQ officials cautioned persons ex- 
pecting to send for automobiles to have 
them in first-class mechanical condition 
before shipment to Japan. Private auto- 
mobiles can be shipped to Japan in con- 
nection with the movement of dependents 
to the theater. 


Army Flight Pay 

The sum of $121,799,400 is paid annually 
in additional pay to Army personnel en- 
gaged in aerial flights, according to figures 
submitted to Senator Overton by Secre- 
tary of War Patterson. 

The figures were compiled by the War 
Department at the request of Senator 
Overton, who is a leader in the movement 
to reduce flight pay to officers in the high- 
er grades. 

In his letter to the Senator, Secretary 

*atterson said: 

“I am presenting in Table I below the in- 
formation you requested regarding the num- 
ber of officers above the grade of Major who 
receive additional compensation for flying, 
with the additional compensation received 
by each. I know that you will realize that 
the figures in Table I are rapidly decreasing 
due to demobilization and readjustment of 
the Army. Consequently, I believe that you 
will be interested in the number of officers 
above the grade of Major who would be 
eligible to receive additional compensation 
for flying in the recommended Interim Air 
Force. It has been recommended to Congress 
fhat a 400,000 man troop basis be authorized. 
On this basis, Table II indicates the num- 
ber of officers above the grade of Major 
eligible to receive flying pay and the addi- 
tional compensation they would receive.

“The additional monthly allowance pres- 
ently being paid to all personnel of the 
Army engaged in aerial flights’ is $10,149,950 
monthly, or $121,799,400 annually. 

“The total additional pay for personnel of 
the Army as parachute pay and glider pay 
is $1,661,000 monthly or $19,932,000 annually. 
These two classes of pay are reported to- 
gether, instead of separately as requested by 
you, because no breakdown of the amount re- 
ceived in each class is provided for in our 
reporting system. Funds are appropriated 
for these types of compensation on the basis 
of airborne troops, and the allowance per 
man is approximately the same. 

“Personnel of the Army are not assigned 
to submarine duty; consequently, they do not 
receive submarine pay. The only other haz- 
ardous type of pay paid to personnel of the 
Army is the 20% increase in base pay which 
is paid to personnel of the Army Mine Plant- 
er Service, and which amounts to $18,144 
monthly, or $217,728 annually. 

“I have assumed that you are interested 
in special hazard pay only, and I have not 
included in this report the amount paid for 
such items as quarters, travel, rations, and 
overseas pay. However, adjustment has been 
made in the total flying pay paid to person- 
nel of the Army to reflect the 10% increase 
in base pay allowed for overseas service.”

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Army Discharges Reach 7,000,000 

The Army on 22 April released to 
civilian life the 7,000,000th soldier since 
12 May 1945, when the demobilization 
program went into effect. 

Separations from 1 Jan. through 19 
April 1946, totaled 2,227,000, already sur- 
passing the goal of 2,200,000 by 30 April, 
1946, announced to Congress 15 Jan., 
1946, by General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower; Chief of Staff. 

A total of 6,380,000 have been released 
during the period from V-J Day, 2 Sept., 
1945, through 19 April, 1946, while 6,- 
972,000 were released from 12 May, 1945, 
through 19 April, 1946. During March 
411,000 were discharged, and 188,000 
were discharged during the first 19 days 
in April. 

From a V-E Day strength of 8,300,000, 
the Army has decreased in net strength 
to 2,300,000 as of 1 April 1946. Further 
reductions will bring the Army down to 
the required strength of 1,550,000 on 1 
July, 1946. 

The effectiveness of the program of 
returning oversea veterans to the United 
States is shown by the fact that of 
nearly 5,500,000 men and women over- 
seas on 1 May 1945, 5,000,000 have been 
returned to this country, most of whom 
have already been returned to civilian 
life.

Other aspects reviewed in the I. and 
E. publication are the war through VE 
Day; “DPs,” what they have suffered 
and how to treat them and understand 
their situation ; orientation for the GI on 
such subjects as black markets, VD, rec- 
reation, money, travel, mail and educa- 
tion; ten major mistakes made after 
World War I and what is being done to 
avoid them this time. 

In discussing the post-World War I 
errors, the booklet points out that Allies 
occupied only 7 percent of Germany and 
controlled only 11 percent of the people; 
2,000 uniformed Americans remained in 
Germany in 1921, none in 1923; Ger 
many was permitted to retain a 100,000 
man army; industry and trade were re- 
built with Allied help so that Germany 
could pay reparations; German claims 
of reform were accepted; the League of 
Nations did not receive the power it 
needed. 

Today, the pamphlet continues, every 
square foot of Germany is occupied and 
Allied control extends to every phase of 
German life; occupation troops will stay 
in Germany as long as necessary; all 
German forces have been disbanded and 
every military organization has been 
outlawed; production, possession or 
maintenance of arms or any other war 
equipment is forbidden; Germany is re- 
ceiving no help in rebuilding; the United 
Nations Organization has the machinery 
to enforce its decision. 

In conclusion, “Occupation” calls upon 
the individual soldier to get to know his 
neighbor nations. Stressing the value of 
team-work with our Allies, it states that 
is “why the Allies won the war. . . Now, 
with Victory behind us, we stand to win 
or lose the peace purely on the basis of 
how well that team can stand up.” 





Regular Army Commissions 

Integration into the Regular Establish- 
ment of temporary officers who receive 
Regular Army commissions will begin 
promptly 30 June and will be speeded to 
the utmost, according to War Depart- 
met officials. 

Under the bill authorizing their com- 
missioning all commissions must be 
granted by 28 Aug., but it is expected 
that the integration will be completed 
long before that time. 

A second officer integration bill is con- 
templated, affording a chance at a later 
date for those who failed to receive com- 
missions under the present program. 
Such a bill, Maj. Gen. Willard S. Paul, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-1, said this 
week would of necessity await a final 
decision as to the strength of the post- 
war Army. Existing plans, General Paul 
said, should satisfactorily solve the mat- 
ter of placing newly-commissioned Reg- 
ular Army officers upon the promotion 
list. 

Plans are also being worked out, Gen- 
eral Paul said, whereby temporary war- 
rant officers may also be offered a place 
in the Regular Army as warrant officers. 


700,000 in Reserve Corps 

Approximately 330,000 officers of the 
Army have accepted commissions in the 
Officers Reserve Corps and more than 
370,000 enlisted personnel have enlisted 
in the Enlisted Reserve Corps. 

A member of the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps is not subject to induction through 
Selective Service and*cannot be called 
to active duty without his consent except 
during the existence of a national emer- 
gency. It is not intended to recall to ac- 
tive duty during the present emergency, 
any member of the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps who was separated from the Army 
on either length of service or points. 


Col. Carpenter Honored by PC 

Tokyo—Col. Alva C. Carpenter, chief 
of the SCAP Legal Section, has been 
awarded the Philippine Distinguished 
Service Star, “in recognition of his 
services to the Philippine Common- 
wealth in organizing and conducting the 
work of investigating and prosecuting 
war criminals.” 
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WD Historian Named 


Dr. Kent Roberts Greenfield has been 
appointed Chief Historian of the War De- 
partment and will assume his new duties 
in September after his discharge from 
the Army, in which he has served as Chief 
of the Historical Section, Army Ground 
Forces. 

Dr. Greenfield will become the profes- 
sional adviser to the Historical Division 
of the War Department Special Staff, 
which is charged with publishing a com- 
prehensive history of the United States 
Army in World War II. The first volume 
of this history, written during the war 
by Dr. Greenfield and Dr. Robert R. Pal- 
mer, of Princeton University, is on its 
way to the press, with the title Origins 
of the Army Ground Forces: GHQ, USA, 
1940-42. The series contemplated will con- 
tain over a hundred volumes. 





Reports on Cemeteries 

Verification of graves registrations and 
the location of isolated burials of mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces who died over- 
seas is progressing satisfactorily in all 
theatres, Under Secretary of War Royall 
reported this week. His statement was 
based upon his recent inspection of op- 
erations during his recent world tour. 

Summarizing the situation in the areas 
visited the Under Secretary said that 
there have been no large consolidation of 
cemeteries in Hawaii. On Guam are three 
cemeteries with 550 Army, 409 Navy and 
1,417 Marine Corps personnel buried. 
Many of the cemeteries on the small Pa- 
cific islands are being evacuated and the 
remains transferred to larger islands. 
These larger cemeteries include three on 
Iwo Jima, three on Saipan and one each 
on Tarawa and Guadalcanal. 

In the Western Pacific area there are 
19 cemeteries with 45,651 burials. In 
China there are over 1,500 cemetery 
burials and over 400 recorded isolated 
burials. 

In the Mediterranean area there are 
24 temporary military cemeteries. In the 
European Theater, ifi addition to re- 
corded burials made under battle condi- 
tions where the remains are now in tem- 
porary cemeteries, 5,726 casualty cases 
have been identified since August but 
9,692 cases remain to be solved. 





3rd Div. Men to Meet 

A convention of the Society of the 
Third Division will be held in Washing- 
ton the 11th, 12th, and 13th of July, 1946, 
at the Hotel Hamilton. 

Among those to be present at the con- 
vention are Lt. Audie L. Murphy, Capt. 
Maurice L. Britt, Sgt. Truman Olson, Pfc. 
Alton W. Knappenberger and Lt. Col. 
Keith Ware, all Medal of Honor winners 
and members of the Society of the Third 
Infantry Division. 

Maj. Gen. Mike O’Daniel, who com- 
manded the Division at Munich, Nurem- 
bourg, and Berchtesgaden, will be pres- 
ent as honorary president of the Society. 
It is expected that Generals Clark and 
EKisenhower, former Third Division men 
themselves, will accept invitations to at- 
tend. Charles McCarthy, a colonel in the 
30th Infantry, Third Division, in World 
War I, is National President of the So- 
ciety. 


AAF Enlisted Inspectors 


Eight specially selected enlisted men 
have been assigned by the Air Transport 
Command to investigate and report on 
any faulty living conditions of their fellow 
members within the ATC. 

Their main function is to investigate 
and determine the faults and shortcom- 
ings of living conditions, amusements and 
mess facilities in order to improve the 
treatment and the morale of the enlisted 
men. 

Of the eight men selected, one already 
has attended the Air Inspectors School 
and six of the others will attend the en- 
listed inspectors school at Orlando, Fia., 
starting 23 April. 

The first inspectors team to include an 
enlisted inspector of this type was sched- 
uled to leave for California around 23 
April, 








Dependents to Japan 

Tokyo—The names of 530 members of 
the United States Army occupation forces, 
army personnel and War Department em- 
ployes, who applied for permission to 
bring dependents to Japan, were sent to 
the Adjutant General’s office in Wasb- 
ington today. There were 191 names of 
persons requesting shipment of their fam- 
ilies to the Tokyo area. 

Most of the dependents will settle near 


military installations in Tokyo, Yoko- 
hama, Sendai, Kyoto, Osaka, Ota and 
Kobe. 


All of the 191 applications forwarded 
for personnel in the Tokyo area were 
taken from the first priority list, set up 
for those who have volunteered to re- 
main in the Pacific theater for at least 
two years. 

In addition to army personnel, approx- 
imately 50 families of navy personne! wil] 
be brought to Japan. Of these, 12 are ex- 
pected to live in the Tokyo area. 

Dependents will receive calls to their 
ports of embarkation from their service 
commands. Offices of the port of embar- 
kation will arrange for hotel reserva- 
tions where accommodations are difficult 
to obtain; for storage of household goods 
and automobiles, and will complete pre- 
embarkation processing, including physi- 
cal inspections and inoculations. 

Instructions will be issued directly 
from the War Department for making 
arrangements for shipment of household 
goods and automobiles, and for transpor- 
tation reservations. 





Dependents Baggage Allowances 

In order to conform to allowances of 
rail lines within the United States and

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President Views Maneuvers 


With the carrier USS Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as his flagship, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief took time out from his 
other Presidential duties early this week 
to witness the first two days of Eighth 
Fleet manueuvers simulating full battle 
conditions. 

Although called back to the White 
House by the sudden death of Chief Jus- 
tice Harlan Stone, the President com- 
pleted his visit with the task force 
headed by Admiral Mare A. Mitscher, 
climaxed by a morning of anti-aircraft 
firing in which three of four radio-con- 
trolled planes were shot down. 

The target practice was only one phase 
of the all-inclusive Navy maneuvers on 
which 29 of the most modern warships 
have embarked to train a task force capa- 
ble of carrying out war operations. Even 
in the two-day exercises witnessed by the 
President, ships of the EHighth Fleet per- 
formed formation steaming, fueling-at- 
sea, and fleet deployment that were in- 
dispensable in the Navy’s successes in the 
Pacific. 

The USS Missouri, having completed 
her tour of Mediterranean ports, is sched- 
uled to join Admiral Mitscher’s task force 
and take part in the maneuvers. 

Besides the Franklin D. Roosevelt, the 
carriers Midway and Princeton launched 
planes that initiated aerial operations 
that are to be the primary operations of 
the present training cruise. Planes of 
the Roosevelt and Princeton in one 
group, and those of the Midway in an- 
other conducted evasive and search 
flights so that while the fleet trained, the 
President might observe some of the 
complexities of naval aviation in sea- 
warfare. 

Secretary of the Navy James Forrestal 
and the President’s Chief of Staff, Fleet 
Admiral William D. Leahy, embarked 
with President Truman on the Roosevelt, 
and, with Admiral Mitscher, the task 
force commander, kept him well in- 
formed of just what was taking place. 
The President was rendered full mili- 
tary honors at the side, being piped 
aboard and ashore with eight sideboys 
at the gangway, and given full honors 
with a 21-gun salute. 

As a former artilleryman, the Presi- 
dent showed keen interest in the 5”/38 
morning target practice and expressed ap- 
preciation for the show. The cruis- 
ers Little Rock and Dayton launched 
the little red-painted drones, and 40- 
millimeter guns of the Roosevelt, Mid- 
way, and one of the cruisers each 
downed one. Then the cruisers opened 
up with five-inchers on target sleeves 
towed by planes. 

President Truman and his White 
House entourage left Washington on the 
Presidential yacht Williamsburg early 
21 April, arrived in Norfolk the following 
morning, and were transferred to the 
Roosevelt there in Hampton Roads. After 
clearing Cape Henry, the other 28 ships 
of the task force steamed by the Roose- 
velt in battle formation, with carriers

pany has been the Navy’s principal source 
of submarines, maintaining skill and equip- 
ment through peace and war. 
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flanked by supporting cruisers and de- 
stroyers. 

Although more training is needed be- 
fore the Navy will launch night air 
maneuvers, the fleet blacked out com- 
pletely after clearing the merchant ship- 
ping lanes. Earlier on the first evening, 
the air units simulated strafing and dive- 
bombing attacks on the fleet. The Presi- 
dent then observed early-morning eva- 
sive and striking maneuvers on 23 April, 
and the firing exercises in the afternoon. 
Then the Roosevelt, Princeton and ac- 
companying destroyers returned’ to 
Hampton Roads, where the President 
returned to the Williamsburg for over- 
night anchorage off Cape Charles. 

Following the Fresident’s departure, 
Eighth Fleet maneuvers were resumed. 
Task force operations now will take the 
fleet further into the South Atlantic, with 
stops scheduled at Trinidad, and firing 
at Culebra, near Guantanamo. Exercises 
are planned to end 27 May. 


Naval and Marine Reserve 
Ribbons 


In recognition of meritorious and 
faithful service of officers of the Organ- 
ized Naval Reserve and Marine Corps 
Reserve who kept those organizations 
ready for mobilization before the war, 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal has au- 
thorized a Reserve Special Commenda- 
tion Ribbon. 

The award, a ribbon for which no 
medal will be issued, will be made to 
officers of the Organized Reserve who 
officially commanded in a meritorious 
manner for a period of four years be- 
tween 1 Jan. 1930 and 7 Dec. 1941, an 
organized battalion, squadron, or sepa- 
rate division, not part of a battalion. 

The four-year period need not be con- 
tinuous but officers must have been regu- 
larly assigned to command such units 
for a total of four years. The officers who 
qualify for this award must have had a 
total of 10 years in the Reserve, and 
change in classification from Fleet Re- 
serve to Organized Reserve will not af- 
fect eligibility. 

The Reserve Special Commendation 
Ribbon will be worn in the same manner 
as other decorations and will take prece- 
dence before any campaign or service rib- 
bon. It will be the same as the Naval Re- 
serve ribbon except for the addition of a 
three-eighths-inch vertical myrtle-green 
stripe in the center. 

On the reinstitution of the Naval Re- 
serve and Marine Corps Reserves, awards 
will be made in the future on standards 
to be determined by the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

Applications are not desired for the 
time being, at least until it becomes ap- 
parent that some have been overlooked. 
The Navy also announced that requests 
for American Defense, area campaign, 
and Victory Medals should not be sub- 
mitted until notification is made that 
supplies are available.

FFECTS of the giant Pacific tidal 

wave of 1 April have been summar- 
ized by the Electronies Engineering Divi- 
sion in a report that, although rates were 
shut down and personnel evacuated from 
four of the stations, only on one rate— 
2-L-l1—was the service interrupted for 
any period. 

With the approach of the wave, rates 
were shut down and personnel evacuated 
from four stations as a precautionary 
measure. At French Frigate Shozls, part 
of the island chain that extends westward 
to Midway, the loran station was partially 
inundated and the station made inopera- 
tive, but repairs were made and the sta- 
tion returned to the air in less than 48 
hours. The only serious loss of electron- 
ics equipment was at the Scotch Gap ra- 
diobeacon station in Alaska. 

For just such services rendered by the 
Coast Guard, the Assistant Secretary of 
State expressed appreciation to the Coast 
Guard in a letter dated 29 March, on the 
occasion of the inaugural meeting of the 
International Monetary Funds and Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development at Savannah, Ga. 

Reenlistments 

Policy in regard to reenlistments was 
announced in Alcoast 52, and prescribes 
a different procedure than in the past. 

(a) Enlisted personnel discharged from the 
Regular establishment who reenlist within 
90 days from the date of discharge will be 
reenlisted in their last permanent rating and 
immediately advanced temporarily to the rat- 
ing held at time of discharge. 

(b) Enlisted personnel] discharged from the 
USCGR who reenlist within 24 hours after 
discharge at the unit from which they were 
discharged will be reenlisted in their last 
permanent rating and likely advanced to tem- 
porary rates. 

(c) Enlisted personnel discharged from the 
USCGR who do not reenlist within 24 hours 
after discharge will be enlisted or reenlisted 
in the Coast Guard only by authority of the 
Commandant. 

Retirements 

Officers and enlisted personnel who are 
now eligible for retirement should submit 
applications to Headquarters without de- 
lay, if they desire voluntary retirement, 
to ensure consideration with applications 
now on file. Personnel who have been 
advanced in rating since they submitted 
such applications must re-submit retire- 
ment applications. The number of retire- 
ments granted will be in accordance with 
service needs and with budget and legal 
limitations governing the number of re- 
tirements that can be effected in this fis- 
cal year. 

Vessels 

The 255-feet cutter Pontchartrain is 
Scheduled to report today to the Com- 
mander, North Atlantic Ocean Patrol, 
following her conversion for weather 
duty and availability in Boston. The 327- 
feet cutter Duane completes calibrations 
today and will soon be en route to Boston, 
also to work under the Ocean Patrol. 

The 250-feet cutters Champlain (ex- 
Sennen) ; Chelan (ex-Lulworth) ; Sara- 





nac (ex-Banff), and Tahoe (ex-Fish- 
guard), all returned by the British gov- 
ernment, are now at the Coast Guard 
yard pending the decision on their ulti- 
mate disposition by a Board of Survey. 

The Army Transportation Corps has 
acquired several Voith-Schneider propel- 
lors from Germany and has offered to 
make one available for installation on a 
Coast Guard river tender. The Voith- 
Scheider propellor was developed for use 
on river tow boats, and some experimen- 
tal installations were made in Germany 
on larger seagoing units. 

A representative of the Merchant Ma- 
rine Technical Division recently visited 
the plant of the Welin Davit and Boat 
division of the Robinson Foundation at 
Perth Amboy, N. J., to witness tests of 
an aluminum davit and aluminum winch 
which are to be used for launching the 
largest lifeboats ever constructed in this 
country. 

Miscellaneous 

On 1 Jan., Coast Guard shore activities 
were eliminated from the Navy standard 
distribution list, and floating units are 
being eliminated as they revert to Coast 
Guard operation. Headquarters officers 
are now preparing lists of needed publi- 
eations for use by Coast Guardsmen. 

Contracting officers are not authorized 
to grant price increases under existing 
contracts unless the contract includes a 
definite approved clause covering such 
increases or adjustments. A recent dis- 
patch to all Commanders advised supply 
officers that no authority exists for ad- 
justing contract prices to offset wage in- 
creases. 

The Navy Department has extended to 
the Coast Guard a quota of ten invita- 
tions for an off-duty course in nuclear 
physics. The course will include two lec- 
tures a week for ten weeks, open to of- 
ficers of the rank of Lt. (jg) and above. 





Navy Yachtsmen 


The first Newport-to-Bermuda. yacht 
race since 1938, sceduled to start 29 June, 
has already drawn entries from more than 
40 racers, including three from the Naval 
Academy and three from the Coast Guard 
Academy. 

Best known Annapolis entry is the Va- 
marie, a veteran deep-water racer of 
ketch type, which was sailed in the 1938 
race by Rear Adm. (then Comdr.) John 
F. Shafroth, USN, with a crew of mid- 
shipmen. In addition to the Vamarie, the 
Naval Academy will race the cutter High- 
land Light and the schooner Freedom. 

The Coast Guard entries are the At- 
lantic, Teragram, and Curlew, all schoon- 
ers. Entries for this year’s race already 
exceed the number which competed in 
1938, and are once again confined to boats 
ranging in size from 35 to 73 feet. The 
race will start at Brenton Reef lightship 
and end off St. David’s lighthouse in Ber- 
muda.

HE power of the nation to raise an army to defend itself in the event of future 

war has been greatly undermined by the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the case of conscientious objectors. Under that ruling refusal 
to bear arms-in the defense of the nation does not constitute a valid reason for 
denying naturalization to an alien applying for citizenship. This reversal of the 
previous attitude of the court opens the door to widespread abuse of the claim of 
religious objection to combat service. No matter how honestly that principle is 
advanced by religious cults committed to it, it will be seized upon by others less 
honestly inspired as a means of escaping military duty. The experience of the army 
in the present war offers ample evidence in support of that conclusion. It is the 
obligation of every able-bodied citizen to defend his country and if necessary to 
bear arms in the effort. Certainly it is apparent that if left to the tender mercies 
of the conscientious objector when under attack, this nation or any other in like 
circumstances would soon perish from the face of the earth. If a country is worth 
living in it is worth fighting for. The individual who will not defend himself, his 
family or his nation against attack, whether he uses his bare fists or a machine-gun, 
can hardly be depended upon to protect either the sanctity of his home or the security 
of his Government. To offer his services in mere work or non-combat duty begs the 
issue. A nation is kept safe and alive only by the blood-stream of its citizenry. To 
seek the asylum of free worship and then rely upon someone else to die in its defense 
is a contradiction in itself. Let the alien conscientious objector who is willing to 
make such a vicarious sacrifice for the privilege of worshipping as he pleases look 
elsewhere for his place of refuge. This Naiton and the Army are better off without 
bim. ; 

ROMPTLY with the approval by President Truman of the bill authorizing the 

commissioning of Reserves and temporary officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps into the Regular establishments, those Services were prepared with lists 
of approved applicants whose entry into the permanent Services now awaits only 
the submission of their nominations to the Senate for confirmation. Thus, the Navy, 
through the foresightedness of Secretary Forrestal and Vice Adm. Louis E. Den- 
feld, Chief of Naval Personnel, already has done the bulk of the screening and 
preliminary work necessary to meet the new authorization which increases its com- 
missioned strength, line and staff, from 17,250 to 44,350, and the Marine Corps, under 
the able leadership of General A. A. Vandegrift, from 2,652 to 7,000 officers. However, 
the Army, according to an announcement this week from the G-1 section of the War 
Department General Staff, will not begin until 30 June to issue commissions under the 
Act,of Congress approved 29 December. Although the War Department itself asked 
for the “sampling” act, which increases its Regular commissioned strength only to a 
mere 25,000 (a net increase of about 10,000), none of the preliminary work of ac- 
cepting and screening the applicants had been done. Now the applications are being 
processed in Washington and, according to G-1, the initial expansion will not be com- 
pleted until some time prior to 28 August. Yet that is only a small portion of the 
total the Army will need to carry out its commitments. Everyone in and out ‘of 
Congress recognizes that the ultimate commissioned strength will be considerably in 
excess of the 25,000 originally sought by the War Department as the first step toward 
its expansion for peacetime requirements. That there is no lack of patriotic men 
willing to make the Service their career is evidenced in the 107,000 applications the 
War Department received for the 10,000 vacancies. It is hoped that the Depart- 
ment’s announced policy of keeping on an eligible list those qualified men who are in 
excess of the existing vacancies will serve to expedite the task of meeting further 
increases when Congress determines the ultimate size of the Regular Army.

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AAF Builds European Force 

A powerful American Air Force in-the 
Huropean Theater is taking shape as a 
part of the general reorganization of the 
Army Air Forces. 

Much of the new force will be built 
around the B-29, which has heretofore 
been used in the theater. Fields suitable 
for basing the Superfortresses are being 
prepared in France and others are con- 
templated in Germany. Already 200 B- 
29s have been sent to the United King- 
dom and it is reported that at least 300 
more will follow. AAF installations in 
Germany are receiving hundreds of A-26 
attack bombers. 

Around Bremen the foundation of the 
fighter force is being laid. Figuring 
largely in this force is the P80 jet fighter. 

The United States Air Forces in Eu- 
rope, which were down to 38,000 men 
last winter, now has been built up to 
50,000 and it is expected that it will num- 
ber 71,000 by 1 July. 

Rumors have appeared in press dis- 
patches from overseas that General Carl 
Spaatz, commanding general of the AAF, 
intends to retire after completing reor- 
ganization plans and building up the oc- 
cupational force to the desired figure. 

In answer, General Spaatz has issued 
the following statement: 

“Several published reports appearing 
recently and indicating my early retire- 
ment have come to my attention. 

“In order to clarify this situation, I 
desire to state definitely that nothing is 
presently further from my mind at this 
critical period of the Army Air Force 
reorganization than to retire from the 
military service.” 








’ Civilian Passengers 

Executive Order 9714 of 23 April ex- 
tends until October permission for civil- 
jians to fly overseas in Army or Navy 
transport planes in the public interest or 
for relief and rehabilitation. 

This amends Executive Order 9492 as 
amended, which originally authorized 
such flights. Another change is that, in- 
stead of a “reasonable charge not less 
than commercial rates determined by Ci- 
vil Aeronautics Authority,” payment will 
now be on the basis of actual cost. With- 





out the President’s extension, authority 
for civilians to fly in ATC or NATS planes 
would have expired this month. 


ATC Operations Restricted 

The Air Transport Command has been 
forced to surrender many of its mail and 
cargo commitments to private contracts 
recently due to the lack of skilled 
maintenance personnel, Army Air Forces 
admitted this week. 

Pilots and crew members are unable 
to maintain flying proficiency because of 
the impossibility of keeping a sufficient 
number of four-engine planes of the ATC 
fleet in flying condition. 

In February and March of this year, 
despite the fact that ATC had appraxi- 
mately 120 cargo type aircraft in the 
Pacific area, it could not fulfill its sup- 
ply and mail obligations to the occupa- 
tion forces in that region. 

The AAF also announced that the 
safety record established by ATC during 
the past year has been noticeably hurt 
in the past several weeks. Overly rapid 
demobilization program is the greatest 
contributing factor to the lack of 
maintenance personnel it is believed by 
top officials in ATC’s Operations and Fly- 
ing Safety Divisions. 


AAF Training Courses 


In order to maintain fixed gunnery, 
rocketry, and dive bombing at the high 
standard achieved during World War II, 
a specialized gunnery training course 
will be conducted within the AAF Train- 
ing Command at the AAF Fighter Gun- 
nery School, Williams Field, Chandler, 
Ariz. 

A Base Commanders Course is being 
conducted at the AAF Special Staff 
School, Orlando, Fla., for the purpose of 
training selected officers in the principles 
and techniques of base administration, 
management, and logistics. 

A Post Engineer Course is conducted 
at the AAF Technical School, Lowry 
Field, Colo. Its primary purpose is to 
train personnel, both military and civil- 
ian, who are not familiar with post en- 
gineer activities, as key post engineer of- 
ficers or employees at AAF installations. 

Eligibility requirements and admin- 
istrative procedures are detailed in AAF 
Letters 50-159, 50-164 and 50-137 for the 
courses in the order named above. 
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AAF Plans Research Center 

Plans for the construction of an Air 
Engineering Development Center for the 
purpose of applying the results of re- 
search and invention to the development 
of air weapons required by the Army Air 
Forces were announced this week by 
Maj. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, Deputy 
Chief of Air Staff for Research and De- 
velopment. 

Emphasizing that during the war the 
AAF did not have adequate facilities to 
meet the development demands, General 
LeMay said that for the future two pre- 
requisites are clear. These are that 
fundamental research in aeronautics 
must never again be interrupted and 
that there must be adequate development 
facilities, independent of research facili- 
ties, where the specific problems con- 
nected with the design and construction 
of aircraft and missiles can be solved. 

“Studi by the Air Materiel Com- 
mand,” said General LeMay, “have led 
to the conviction that the AAF must 
have a development center with the 
facilities necessary for testing and de- 
veloping all major items which enter in- 
to the design and construction of air- 
craft and missiles.” 

Immediate planning must take into 
consideration all fields, including the fol- 
lowing, General LeMay said: 

Supersonic aircraft, piloted and pilot- 
less; winged missiles having velocities 
approaching the meteoric. 

Nuclear energy applications for the 
propulsion of aircraft and missiles, as 
well as other atomic devices which may 
evolve in the future. 

Flight and survival equipment for use 
above the atmosphere, including space 
vehicles, space bases and devices for use 
therin. 

Detections, control and destructive ap- 
paratus, including the utilization of the 
energies represented by all the spectra. 

Aircraft and missile operating tech- 
nique development and the organization- 
al structure thereof. 

General LeMay said that Wright Field, 
where the AAF has established head- 
quarters for research and development, 
could not accommodate the additional in- 
stallations proposed for the Center. The 
plans envision a main location encom- 
passing 100 square miles and additional 
fields and ranges. 

The proposed facilities for the Devel- 
opment Center have been broken down 
into eight sections, as follows: 

Fluid Dynamics, Thermodynamics, 
Structure and Materiels, Electronics and 
Wave Phenomena, Physiology, Fuels and 
Propellents, Instruments, and Flight 
Engineering. 


Plans for V-2 Tests 

When the 15-ton, German V-2 rockets 
are test-fired at White Sands, N. M., early 
next month, Army and civilian scientists 
will not only study the trajectory and 
ballistics of these devastating missiles, 
but will endeavor to develop hithertgfore 
unknown information concerning the 
physics of the upper atmosphere. 

Signal Corps radar equipment, espe- 
cially modified for tracking the rockets 
to a height of 100 miles, and other highly 
refined electronics apparatus will be em- 
ployed in the tests, the first of the kind 
ever to be conducted. The V-2 project, 
under direction of the Army Ordnance 
Department, will involve the firing of 25 
of these super-rockets, which when used 
by the Germans against London, carried 
a 2,000-pound pay load and traveled at 
the speed of 3,400 miles an hour. 

The second phase of the firing program 
will be to determine the physics of the 
upper atmosphere. In this study, scien- 
tists from several universities and the 
Signal Corps will participate. 

The third phase of the tests will be an 
attempt with conventional radar equip- 
ment to track the rockets without the aid 
of beacons. Maj. Herbert N. Ostrom, SC, 
will be in charge of this program.

Italy, France, Germany, and Austria. In 
addition, almost all of the combat units 
of the fast-rolling 4th Armored Division, 
and the 2nd, 4th, 6th, 11th, 14th, and 15th 
Cavalry groups, all of whom spearheaded 
advances across France and Germany, 
will be included. There will also be the 
1st Armored Division, the first American 
armored unit to crack the German line 
in North Africa, including the 1st and 
13th Tank battalions which are “lineal 
descendants” of the 1st and 13th Cavalry. 

Constabulary organization provides in- 
creased allotment of grades and ratings, 
consisting of headquarters at Bamberg 
and three brigades, nine regiments, and 
one separate squadron employed as school 
troops. The instructors’ school at Sont- 
hofen, Germany, is already functioning. 

One of the most attractive features for 
Constabulary personnel is a new and dis- 
tinctive uniform for all but medics and 
bandsmen. Rough-faced combat boots will 
be replaced with smooth-faced boots to 
allow a better shine. A serge olive-drab 
blouse and matching trousers are planned 
for duty wear. Every man will wear a 
Sam Browne belt on duty with leather 
magazine and first-aid pouches and be 
armed with a pistol or heavier weapon. 
A shiny helmet liner bearing the unit’s 
insignia and alternating bands of blue 
and gold will be worn on duty, and a serv- 
ice cap with visor will be uniform off- 
duty. In addition, a bright golden yellow 
silk scarf will be issued, but plans for 
the manner of wearing it are not yet com- 
plete. Mounted men, those belonging to 
horse and motorcycle platoons, will wear 
breeches and the three-buckled, mounted, 
leather boots in mounted formations. 

General Harmon himself is said to have 
designed the Constabulary patch which 
has recently been approved by the War 
Department. Inspired by colors of the Ar- 
mored Division patches and mating the 
colors of infantry blue, Artillery red and 
Cavalry yellow, the patch is circular with 
a blue perimeter, a bold blue “C” on a 
background of yellow, with a red light- 
ning “blitz” cutting the “C” in the center, 
symbolizing the striking power of the 
Constabulary. 

Duty with the Constabulary does not 
mean mere “color and eye-wash,” as an 
intensive period of training has already 
begun for all occupation personnel. Troops 
eventually slated for duty with the new 
occupation force are to be either volun- 
teers or personnel who are carefully 
sereened at reenforcement depots. They 
will be required to meet high standards 
of physique and ability because of the 
complexity of their dual duties as out- 
standing soldiers and special police. Regu- 
lar Army three-year enlistees may choose 
the Constabulary while shorter-term en- 
listees may be assigned regardless of their 
wishes. 

Included in the Constabulary organiza- 
tion will be aircraft units, with two L-5’s 
attached to each Constabulary squadron 
and three of the same type at each Con- 
stabulary regiment. 

Motorcycie platoons of one officer and 
25 men each will be assigned to escort 
important personages, patrol, and con- 
trol traffic on highspeed highways. Each 
Constabulary regiment will have one 
motorcycle platoon. 

A cavalry platoon is also included in 
each regiment, designed to work in 
wooded or mountainous terrain or in sup- 
pression of riots and the control of 
crowds.

General Hodge Visits Tokyo 

XXIV Corps, Seoul, Korea—Lt. Gen. 
John R. Hodge returned recently from 
Tokyo where he conferred with General 
MacArthur on administrative matters, 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Both upon General of the Army Douglas MacArthur in Japan 
and upon General of the Army George C. Marshall in China large responsibilities 
are resting this week. The latter reached his uneasy diplomatic post just in time 
to find much of his conciliatory work of midwinter badly shattered by the fac- 
tional upheavals which took place while he was in Washington. The Communist 
pledges of peaceful collaboration and military union were broken, and Communists 
were besieging and taking Changchun, just before the Nationalist First Army, for 
which much had been hoped, could reach that Manchurian center. The Kuomintang 
had not clearly advanced its promised political reforms. But the clash at arms in 
Manchuria was the more serious offense by far, and it was embroidered with a 
Communist charge that American aviators had attacked the Communists and been 
shot down. This was so completely in conflict with American orders, and with the 
known facts, that General Marshall, sure of his ground, denied the story completely, 
and demanded that the Communist chiefs prove it or apologize. At the same time 
the American envoy applied himself to the very difticult task of ealling off a war-in- 
being, and restoring the harmony which his own skill and prestige had originally 
established. Much is at stake, and General Marshall’s efforts are being watched with 
intense anxiety. 

In Japan, as expected, Shiderhara has had to quit as premier, and try a new 
¢abinet on a purely temporary basis. There is real difficulty in getting a premier 
and a cabinet capable of commanding a Liberal-Socialist-Independent majority in the 
new Diet. Meantime, George Atcheson, jr. (State Department and latterly General 
MacArthur’s political adviser) has been named chairman of the Allied Council for 
Japan, where there has developed a serious difference between American and Allied 
views about the future of Japan. Australia and New Zealand understandably enough 
wish to strip Japan of her wool-textile machinery; China for the same persuasive 
reason wishes to get from Japanese factories all silk-textile machinery; Russia’s 
views in such matters were demonstrated sometime ago in the Manchurian fac- 
tories. The American view is that unless Japanese economy is given some encour- 
agement there is no chance to reestablish that degree of living satisfaction in which 
democratization can find root and sustenance. Nor any chance of building up that 
degree of self-support which will relieve the United States of the task of feeding 
a starving Japan. In this matter as in so many others it can be seen that very large 
responsibility devolves upon General MacArthur, without any certainty that his 
own countrymen will understand this particular aspect of his immense labors, or 
grant him the support, or even the sympathy which he so richly deserves. 

The Big Four’s Conference of Foreign Ministers, sought by Secretary of State 
Byrnes as the only means of escaping from the totally stalled meeting of the deputy 
foreign ministers in London, has opened in Paris, and there is satisfaction over the 
fact that Senator Vandenberg is present, and over the implications of that fact. It 
will be remembered that when the Republican adviser returned from London a few 
weeks ago his report to the Senate made pointed criticisms of America’s foreign 
policy as being too compliant, and needing replacement with a policy of “saying only 
what we mean and meaning only what we say.” This plain spoken senator’s return 
to Europe, marking his continuance as observer and adviser, must be attributed 
not to any weakening of his earlier views, but rather to a visible strengthening of 
our earlier foreign policy behavior. And that is all to the good. It is also of interest 
to note that Admiral H. K. Hewitt, Commander of U. S. Forces in Europe, has gone 
to Paris as Naval Adviser to the U. S. Delegation. Our present purpose, in organiz- 
ing the Paris meeting, is to bring together statesmen of such authority in their 
respective governments as to possess the power to abandon standing instructions 
and, by a give-and-take adjustment, bring agreement upon much needed programs. 
There was no flexibility whatever in the behavior of Russia’s deputy at the London 
meeting; the only agreement which could have been arrived at with regard to the 
basis of an Italian treaty, or a Rumanian, or any other, would have been one written 
on precisely the Russian terms. It is assumed that at the Paris conference Foreign 











Minister Molotov, or Vice-Minister Vishinsky, will possess the power to negotiate, . 


and it is profoundly hoped that he will have the will as well. The Peace Conference 
itself, once scheduled for 1 May, is of course out of sight for the present. Only a 
basic agreement among the Foreign Ministers, which their deputies failed totally 
to reach, will permit the Peace Conference itself to operate at all. And on that bet- 
ting odds are not favorable. 

Just in advance of the Paris meeting the Foreign Ministers of the British Com- 
monwealth gathered in London, to agree upon certain Commonwealth matters which 
call for Mr. Bevin, consequently, to appear alternately at the British meeting in Lon- 
don and at the Big Four meeting in Paris. This Commonwealth discussion has its 
special interest for America, in that high in the agenda rests the problem of those 
Pacific bases which are at once the need of the United States and the proper concern 
of Australia and New Zealand, among others. But the conference has a larger in- 
terest to the world, as an impressive symbol of that Commonwealth solidarity which 
has brought: imperial forces into potent accord during two wars, and which is of 
abiding importance today when the new techniques of warfare make the British 
Isles—the home and heart and anchor of the Commonwealth—so particularly yul- 
nerable. If one looks at the present London conference with that in mind, its con- 
clusions will be of increased significance. 

From Egypt Great Britain has lately wtihdrawn something like 60,000 troops 
and an immense amount of supplies. This leaves some 100,000 troops still there, and 
while that is ten times the number specified in the old Anglo-Egyptian treaty, it is 
scheduled for continued reduction, along with the reduction of British wartime re- 
sponsibilities such as the maintenance and guarding of an immense number of war 
prisoners. The start in withdrawal was essential, of course, and its continuance 
likewise. Some of the troops have been moved over to Palestine which seems to be 
destined to become the British main base in the Middle Hast, inferior as it is in 
port facilities, transportation, and maneuver area for so large a depot establishment 
as three divisions. Yet Suez itself must be recognized as a base which it would be 
difficult to maintain in a new war of long-range rockets. The map of the Middle 
Hast is being altered, partly by world politics, partly by new weapons of warfare. 


Secretary Patterson to High Court—While some present member of the Court 
most probably will be appointed to succeed the late Harlan Fiske Stone as Chief 
Justice of the United States, it is to be hoped that President Truman will appoint 





Mr. Robert P. Patterson, present Setretary of War, to fill the vacancy in Associate 
Justices which would thereby be created. The situation calls for a Republican ap- 
pointee, which qualification Mr. Patterson fulfills, but, more important, Mr. Pat- 
terson would bring to the high bench qualities of particular professional and tempera- 
mental fitness. After conducting a successful law practice in New York City, Mr. 
Patterson was appointed Judge of the U. 8. District Court, Southern New York 
District in 1930. Nine years later he was appointed Judge of the U. S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals, which position he filled until he was called by his government to be as. 
sistant secretary of War in a nation then preparing for its greatest armed conflict. 
Through the preliminary months and the years of the War, Mr. Patterson was sue 
cessively Assistant Secretary, Under Secretary, and Secretary of War, posts which 
he filled with high devotion and sincerity and in which he endeared himslf both to 
the military men under him and the industrial and business men with whom he worked 
to arm and equip the nation. During those tempestuous and trying years, no matter 
what the strain, he went in a smooth and unruffled manner directly to the core of 
what had to be done and saw that it was done. In doing so he demonstrated that 
calm judicial temperament which so eminently fits him for the Supreme Court. 

By his dealings with the military he shows a complete grasp of the fundamental 
problems confronting our overseas commanders. His conferences and informal talks 
with enlisted men in all corners of the earth have given him a clear insight into their 
concerns. The enlisted men as well as our officers have been fortunate in having a 
man of judicial mind, sound judgment and human understanding at the head of the 
War Department. They know that Mr. Patterson can always be expected to do what 
is fair for the individual and for the government. 


Navy General School—Designed to meet the needs of Reserve and Regular Navy 
officers who served on specialized wartime assignments, an 11-months General Line 
School course will open 1 July at the Naval Training Station, Newport, R. I. 

The first school of its kind in the Navy and only one of four units in the Navy's 
postwar plans for higher education of naval officers, the new school will give in- 
struction to officers of junior rank now, but will eventually be open only to Naval 
Academy graduates with seven years’ experience. 

Opening of the General Line School is a step toward providing equal oppor- 
tunity to Reserves who transfer to the Regular Navy, carrying out the Navy’s prom- 
ises along this line and fulfilling requirements of the Navy personnel bill signed 18 
April by President Truman. Most of the first class will be officers of the ranks of 
Commander and Lieutenant Commander, so distributed that half are naval aviators. 

The curriculum will provide advanced instruction in administrative and opers- 
tional command, ordnance, engineering, seamanship, and navigation, all designed to 
train younger officers for the responsibilities of command, as found necessary from 
war experience. In addition to the 1,300 hours of classroom and laboratory instrue- 
tion, naval aviators will perform flying duty at the Naval Air Station at nearby 
Quonset. 

With a staff of 59 officers and 10 civilians, the school will be headed by Captain 

Frederick Mossbryger, USN, holder of the Navy Cross and Distinguished Service 
Medal. 
The curriculum includes courses headed as follows: Administrative commanié, 
Capt. E. M. Block; Operational command, Capt. R. J. Archer; Ordnance and Gur 
nery, Capt. F. L. Johnson; Seamanship and Navigation, Comdr. Robert A. Theobald; 
Naval Intelligence, Comdr. J. K. Walpole; Engineering, Comdr. William E. Lewis 
and CIC and ASW, Comdr. T. J. Guinan.

Navy Retirements—The retirement board headed by Fleet Admiral William B. 
Halsey, jr., has completed its findings and its report has been submitted to Secretary 
Forrestal. Commodores and Admirals who would be excess in the Navy’s post! 
plans were recommended for forcible retirement under Public Law 305, which author 
izes their retirement at the highest ranks, including temporary ranks, in which ther 
performed satisfactorily during the war. a 

A second board, which was to have convened around 20 April to consider Captal 
did not meet, and no date has yet been set for such a meeting. No explanation for the 


delay has been made. 


Flight Pay—Regardless of the outcome of the present ubiquitous proposals for § 
general increase in Service pay there is every reason to believe that the question ° 
further restricting the payment of flight pay will come up for consideration at this 
Congress. As a matter of fact, it is because of an effort to curtail flight pay that Cot 
gress ordered the joint study upon which current pay bills are based. Senator Overto® 
and Senator McKellar attempted to insert a provision in the appropriation rescissio! 
bill limiting flight pay to a maximum of $125 a month. The amendment was defea 
in the Appropriation committee by a bare 9 to 8 vote. It was resubmitted on the foot 
where it took the vigorous opposition of such service stalwarts as Senators 
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Q’Mahoney, Holl, and Gurney to defeat it. In its stead the Senate inserted an amend- 
ment directing the War and Navy Departments to make a complete restudy of service 
pay particularly “with respect to increases authorized for flying pay, parachute pay, 
glider pay, Submarine pay, and similar special pay and allowances.” After the Joint 
Pay Committee under the chairmanship of Lt. Gen. Wade H. Haislip, USA, had made a 
thorough study of the problem, they decided, and the Secretaries concurred, against 
disturbing flight pay and other special hazards pay. 

Nevertheless Senator Overton is determined that something be done to cut flight 
pay, particularly to high ranking officers, and states that if it is not taken care of by 
the legislative committees he will again bring it before the Appropriations committee. 

Particularly serious is the evidence brought out on the floor last week that Rep- 
resentative Wadsworth, formerly chairman of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
and long a staunch defender of the Services, is in favor of cutting flight pay. “I hope,” 
he declared, “that the Committee on Military Affairs will give serious consideration 
to this matter because I do not think we are justified in continuing this extraordinarily 
high flight pay for officers of the highest ranks.” Expressing agreement with these 
sentiments were Representative Norblad and Representative Brooks. 


Marine Corps—With the deactivation of the 6th Division, of Okinawa and Guam 
fame, her colors joined those of the 3rd, 4th, and 5th Divisions at Washington. Rem- 
nants of the 6th have become members of the newly-activated 3rd Marine Brigade, 
under Maj. Gen. Archie F. Howard, former commander of the 6th. With the deactiva- 
tion of the 6th, only the Ist and 2nd Divisions remain active. 

All previous records for peacetime enrollment in the Marine Corps Institute are 
expected to be broken this. year, judging from increases in correspondence already 
received at Headquarters. The MCI is expanding rapidly from its pre-war standards, 
when approximately one-third of the Corps was enrolled, with a wider range of sub- 
jects—high school, technical, and college—and a new ruling that Marines may con- 
tinue MCI courses following discharge. 

The Marine Corps Aviation Technical School at Quantico held its first gradua- 
tion recently following completion of a 10-weeks’ course that was identical with that 
given paratroopers. The graduates, classed as parachute riggers, were presented 
diplomas by Lt. Col. R. W. Clark, commanding officer of MCATS, in ceremonies pre- 
sided over by Col. C. Jerome, commanding officer of MCAS .. . Lejeune, N. C., engi- 
neers have launched a new bridge project, 100-feet long and double-width, in a test 
replacing an older single-span bridge at Camp Upshur. .. . One of the streets at 
Quantico has been named for Vice Admiral Ben Moreell, (CEC). 


Newport Torpedo Station—Future of the Navy’s Torpedo Station at Newport, 
R. I. may depend on the location of a proposed bridge from Newport to Jamestown. 
The Navy Department is said te have officially notified the Rhode Island house 
corporations committee, with which the bridge bill is filed, that the proposed loca- 
tion would interfere with naval activities in Newport harbor and force the elimina- 
tion of the torpedo range there and subsequent transfer to Virginia or the West 
coast. The bridge would eliminate practice with aerial torpedoes, for one thing, 
and, it is reported that Gould Island has been designated as a base for one of the 
bridge supports. Opponents of the proposed bridge site include several thousand 
civilian employees of the Newport Navy, some of whom have joined, in petition- 
ing for a bridge farther south. 


National Guard—Under its present program the War Department has allocated 
Camp Beale, Camp Roberts, and Camp Irwin as field training camps for ground 
troops of the California National Guard. Brig. Gen. Victor R. Hansen, Adjutant 
General of California, had requested the War Department to return Camp San Luis 
Obispo and Camp McQuaide, both former National Guard camps, to California to 
be used in training the National Guard. The National Guard Bureau, in its com- 
munication allocating the camps, said that Camp Beale is planned for training 5,811 
troops, Camp Roberts for training 19,600, and Camp Irwin for training National 
Guard antiaircraft units. Clarification of the National Guard Bureau’s attitude 
toward California’s earlier request for Camp McQuaide and Camp San Luis Obispo 
was asked from Maj. Gen. Butler B. Miltonberger, chief of the National Guard 
Bureau, by General Hansen as no answer has yet been received concerning these 
two camps. 

As a tribute to California National Guardsmen who served in the Asiatic- 
Pacific Theater, the 40th Infantry Division recently presented to Governor Earl 
Warren and the Mayors of 16 California cities Japanese officers’ sabres taken by 
the division upon its occupation of Korea. The presentations were made in a letter 
from Brig. Gen. Donald J. Myers, division commander. Last elements of the 40th 
Division returned to California this month and the division was inactivated as a 
Federal unit at Camp Stoneman 8 April in preparation for reactivation in coming 
months in its old status with the California National Guard. 

Brig. Gen. Albert L. Cox has announced the beginning this week of recruiting 
for the District of Columbia National Guard. Post-war ground elements of the 
District of Columbia National Guard will consist of the 260th Antiaircraft Group. 
Commissioned officers will be recruited to 100 per cent of war strength and enlisted 
men to 80 per cent. 


Notes on Ships—The battleship New York leaves Hunter's Point drydock near 
San Francisco on Monday after being docked there while a 20-feet square hole in 
her side was patched. First commissioned in 1914, the aged battlewagon suffered 
from rough seas while only three days out of San Francisco, and the thin-skinned 
torpedo blister was stove in. She will sail for Bikini about 1 May for the atom 
bomb test. 

The USS Witek (DD-848) was commissioned in the Naval Shipyard, Boston, 
on 25 April, as the Navy’s newest addition to the 2400-ton Gearing class. The Witek 
is named for a Marine private who was killed while wiping out several machine 
gun nests that were holding up the advance of his platoon. 

The USS Comfort (AH-6) was decommissioned 19 April and turned over to the 
Army Transportation Corps in ceremonies at San Francisco. The Comfort received 
World-wide attention when she was struck by a Kamikaze plane off Okinawa, losing 
five army and one navy medical officers, six army nurses, eight army and one 
navy enlisted men, and seven patients. 


Navy Advisory Committee—The special Civilian Advisory Committee, which 
Secretary Forrestal announced some weeks ago would be appointed to help him on 
Matters of policy and program dealing with non-military phases of service life, has 
in its 58-man membership 20 representatives of educational institutions and thirteen 
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officials of newspapers and publishing houses. Others of the members represent labor, 
motion-picture, and radio industries. 

The Committee will wind up its initial session today in conferences with Secre- 
tary Forrestal, Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, and other high-ranking naval 
officers on board the USS Tarawa in New York. The meeting opened yesterday. 

Mrs. Mildred McAfee Horton, former Wave Director and now president of Wel- 
lesley College, and movie star Robert Montgomery, who served as a Lieutenant Com- 
mander in the Naval Reserve, are former Navy personnel on the committee. 

In announcing membership of the committee, Secretary Forrestal said: “The 
Navy is a service of experts, highly trained technicians. In peace as in war, naval 
training in a specialized field has many times paved the way to a good job in private 
enterprise. With the advice and counsel of this committee, we hope that naval service 
may become an even more instructive, interesting and attractive career—the type 
of career any American parent would recommend to a son or daughter.” 





Army Retirements—Continued delay in reporting S. 1974, the War Department 
sponsored Army retirement bill recently introduced by Senator Maybank, to the full 
Senate Military Affairs Committee by the Maybank sub-committee, is due, according 
to the Senator, to the fact that the result of a conference of Reserve Corps and Na- 
tional Guard officers with the War Department has not been reported to the sub-com- 
mittee. The conference was to have been held for the purpose of revising provisions 
of the bill affecting Reserve and National Guard personnel. 

To expedite action on the bill, it is understood that the sub-committee is now 
contacting the War Department direct in order to learn any revisions it desires to 
suggest. 

The measure, upon which preliminary hearings already have been held, author- 
izes forced retirements in the Army and also retirements with the highest grade (and 
pay based thereon) which was held during the war. A particular feature of the bill 
authorizes former enlisted men who served as officers to be retired with their officer’s 
grade and pay when they are otherwise eligible for retirement. 


Armored School—Elaborate preparations are underway for an Armored Confer- 
ence to be attended by many high-ranking Army officials and civilian scientists will 
be held at the Armored School, Ft. Knox, Ky., from 13-23 May. 

The conferees, numbering more than 100, will represent the Hqs. of AGF, USFBRT, 
USFPT, Armies, Service Schools, AGF Boards, US Marine Corps, British Royal 
Armored Corps (pending approval of WD), Office of the Chief of Ordnance, and the 
War Department General Staff. 

The first four days of the conference will be devoted to lectures by civilian and 
Army specialists. Armored vehicles still in the testing stage will be under observation, 
and field demonstrations of battle proven armored vehicles will be viewed by members 


of the conference. 


Enemy Ship Losses—A recapitulation of German and Italian naval vessels sunk 
from all causes in World War II produces a total of 1,272, of which 1,064 were 
German and 208 were Italian. These figures include 994 German and 116 Italian sub- 
marines, however, reducing figures on surface ships only to 68 German and 92 
Italian warships. 

Further tabulation shows that 204 German and 49 Italian vessels were surren- 
dered. All of these tabulations are confined to battleships, carriers, cruisers, destroy- 
ers, and submarines. Recapitulation for each:

One Italian heavy cruiser, Bolzano, was sunk by human torpedo off La Spezia 
in June 1944. The German warship Seeadler was sunk by torpedo fire from a motor 
torpedo boat off Boulogne in May 1942. Several others were sunk by shore batteries, 
and even in collisions. In many cases, it is impossible to accredit ship sinkings to 
any one branch, but a tabulation of sinkings showing major causes for each follows:

Academy Cooperation—Cooperative efforts of the service academies were inau- 
gurated officially last weekend with the exchange of 120 students at each scliool. 
Designed to provie Cadets and Midshipmen with further unerstanding and knowl- 
edge of each others’ methods of instruction, the visiting groups were fitted into 
late weekend classes, formations, messes, and social events. West Pointers, how- 
This 
program of student exchanges will continue through May. The joint amphibious 
exercises scheduled in August will further carry out this program of friendship 
and cooperation, plans now calling for participation of 315 second classmen from 
West Point and 440 midshipmen from Annapolis. The West Pointers will be taken 
by Army transport to Norfolk, where they will report to Vice Admiral Daniel E. 
Barby, former commander of Seventh fleet amphibious forces. At their fleet head- 
quarters at Little Creek, Va., Cadets and Middies will be re-formed into squads and 
platoons for embarkation on amphibious craft for the maneuvers. Four full-scale 
assault landings will be made on Bloodworth’s Island in Chesapeake Bay, under 
instruction of a Marine battalion that includes field artillery, amphibious tractor, 
tank, engineer, and signal detachments. The joint maneuvers were conceived by 
Brig. Gen. George Honnen, former commandant at the Miiltary Academy, and will 
be a permanent feature of summer Academy training. 


Chief of Staff—General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, Chief of Staff, flew 
to Denison, Tex., late last week to see for the first time in 54 years the house where 
he was born. A Congressional party accompanying General Eisenhower to the city of 
his birth included Representatives Rayburn, Johnson, Thomason, Jonson, Patman and 
Worley. Also in the travel party were Maj. Gen. Alexander D. Surles, Col, Oscar B. 
Abbott and Capt. Craig Cannon. The following military honor guests also accepted 
invitations to be present: Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, commanding general of the 
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Eighth Service Command; Maj. Gen. John W. Leonard, commanding general of the 
2d Armored Division stationed at Camp Hood, Tex.; Maj. Gen. Ira T. Wyche, com- 
manding general of the III Corps at Camp Polk, La.; Col. William A. Collier, chief 
of staff to General Walker, and Maj. David W. Allard, aide-de-camp to General 
Walker. 

After a brief visit to his former home in Denison, General Eisenhower and his 
party led a welcoming parade column through Denison which consisted of elements 
of the 42d Armored Infantry Battalion and one troop of the 82d Armored Cavalry 
Reconnaissance Squadron (Mechanized) of the Fourth Army’s 2d Armored Division. 
A band from Brooke Army Medical Center, Fort Sam Houston, played for the parade 
and later during a barbecue given by citizens of Denison. 

The next day, 21 April, General Eisenhower addressed a sunrise muster service 
at Texas A. and M., College Station. There he paid tribute to the largest of all ROTC 
units, characterizing the RCTC officer as “one of the greatest hopes of this nation— 
of civilization itself.” 5 

After returning to Washington, General Eisenhower addressed a luncheon meet- 
ing of the General Commission of Army and Navy Chaplains 24 April at the Statler 
hotel. That night he was in New York, where he was guest of honor at a dinner given 
by the William Allen White Foundation at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. 
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So. Pae. Naval Bases—Surplus property valued at $25,000,000 by the Office of 
Foreign Liquidation has been almost wholly disposed of in the South Pacific area 
under Rear Adm. Paul Hendren, USN, former commander, South Pacific area. 

Now on temporary duty in the Navy Department between assignments, Admiral 
Hendren stated recently : “As of 1 April 1946, there was no surplus property in Navy 
custody in the South Pacific awaiting sale by the FLC, except fixed installations and 
a very few minor miscellaneous items, which will be declared surplus in New Cale- 
donia as the Navy activities there are further reduced.” 

Fixed installations include tank farms, air‘strips, docks, warehouses, and shop 
structures, none of which may be abandoned until the Office of Foreign Liquidation 
declares it devoid of salvage or sale value, 

With the exception of Noumea, New Caledonia, and adjacent areas, all Navy 
bases in the South Pacific will be abandoned under orders of the Chief of Naval 
Operations. As these bases were being inactivated, all remaining movable property 
having sale or salvage value was removed to warehouse and security protection at 
Noumea. 

Principal purchasers of Navy surplus property in the South Pacific have been 
the New Zealand and Netherlands East Indies governments. 


Naval Personnel—Under authority of an Act approved 6 March 1946, service 
performed in the National Guard prior to attaining the age of 18, credit for which 
has previously been denied, shall be counted in computing service for longevity pay 
purposes, effective from 1 June 1942 until six months after the end of the war. 

Navy hobby craft facilities are offering training in approximately 35 different 
hobbies, ranging to meet diversified interests of individuals. The hobby shops are in 
use to help speed recovery of convalescent personnel, and in addition convey knowl- 
edge which the Navy believes will be applicable to a vocation. : 

As of 7 April, 446,702 enlisted men were in active service in the Regular Navy. 
From the surrender of Japan to 14 April, Regular Navy first enlistments, changeovers 
to the Regular Navy by Reserves and inductees, reenlistments and extensions totalled 
199,328. By 20 April, the Navy had discharged a total of 2,191,794. 

On 16 April, all functions of mail directory for the naval service passed from 
Naval Operations to the Bureau of Personnel. 


Influencing Legislation—While not denying the truth of allegations made last 
week by Senator Robertson who told of intensified activities at Ft. Hamilton, Calif., 
to marshal public opinion in favor of the proposed merger, the War Department 
stated this week that the charges have been investigated but that no action will be 
taken. In response to a direct question as to whether or not any action would be 
taken the Department answered as follows: “Generals Spaatz and Eisenhower looked 
into the alleged charge and decided that-no action was to be taken on the charge. 
It is a dead issue as far as the War Department is concerned.” 


Hold Up Army Nominations—Nearly 400 nominations in the Regular Army are 
still being held up in the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. Oldest of these are 
nominations of ten officers to be permanent major generals of the line and 27 to be 
permanent brigadier generals of the line. These nominations have been before the 
Senate for seven months, having been submitted by the President on 26 Octobler. 
Special legislation was required for a few of the appointees who were not otherwise 
eligible due to not being Regular officers or being too junior in permanent grade, but 
this enabling legislation has long since been enacted and signed by the President— 
but still the Committee has not reported out the nominations. If there are objections 
to any of the officers nominated, the committee should not penalize all the others, but 
should report out those to whom no objections have been voiced and hold hearings 
on the others so that they may be given a chance to be heard. 

The other nominations are those of 345 permanent lieutenant colonels promoted 
to be full colonels, Regular Army, under the recently authorized increase in the 
number of colonels. These nominations were sent up some time ago, and were once 
approved by the committee which promptly withdrew its approval when it discovered 
that one of the colonels to be promoted (Lt. Col. James A. Kilian) was commander 
of the Litchfield Camp where U. S. soldiers, according to court martial charges 
and testimony, were subjected to mistreatment. Here again, the Committee should 
promptly report out the nominations of those officers senior to the officer in ques- 
tion (and consequently, whose dates of rank would not be involved) and clear 
up the status of the others as promptly as possible. The committee states that it is 
awaiting a report from the War Department, but it is not likely that such a report will 
be forthcoming until completion of the courts martial trials in which Colonel Kilian, 
with five junior officers, is charged with “conspiracy to inflict cruel punishment.” 


Navy Nurse Corps—At the Naval Hospital in Brooklyn, Lt. Comdr. Edith N. 
Lindquist retired recently after 30 years of Navy service, and was relieved as Chief 
Nurse by Lt. Comdr. Mary E. Tracy, who was formerly her assistant. Lt. Comdr. 
Lindquist began her nursing career at the same hospital in 1916, and, among duties, 
had since been Chief Nurse at the Naval Hospital, Chelsea, Mass., and at the Marine 
Corps Air Station, Cherry Point, N. ©. On her last day at the Brooklyn hospital, 
Lt. Comdr. Lindquist was honored at a dinner party and presented several gifts. 


New assistant chief nurse is Lt. Comdr. Ann A. Bernatitus, USN. 

Under Public Law 244 approved 3 Dec. 1945, Navy Nurse Corps members are to 
receive the same pay and allowances as prescribed for Regular Navy officers untij 
six months after the war. They are to be credited with full time for all periods of 
active duty which they held appointment as regular or Reserve nurses, or commis. 
sions in the Army or Navy Nurse Corps. 


Universal Training Delay—It was reported in the press this week that the War 
Department has asked Congress to delay action on compulsory military training untij 
after elections. Unnamed members of the House are quoted as saying that the Army 
fears that the training plan may be defeated in the event it becomes an election issue. 
There was also reported Army feeling that a delay mjght improve chances of obtaining 
a more Satisfactory draft extension. 

Following closely upon publication of the reports came denial from the War 
Department. Secretary Patterson 23 April issued the following statement: “My at. 
tention has been called to a report in the press this morning to the effect that the War 
Department requested postponement of consideration of Universal Military Training 
legislation. The War Department has made no such request.” 


Army War College—As forecast in the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL last week, the 
Army War College will soon cease to exist. A War Department directive has been 
issued which states that “effective 30 June 1946 the Army War College (School) will 
be inactivated, and the personnel and functions assigned to the Library, Administra. 
tive, Record, Property, and Custodial Sections will be transferred and consolidated 
with the National War College.” Another transfer and consolidation with the Na- 
tional War College authorized by the same directive is that of the Historical Section 
of the Army War College. 


Terminal Leave Promotions—Several changes in policy have been placed in effect 
recently concerning the promotion upon relief from active duty of AUS officers. Here. 
tofore, under-the provisions of War Department Circular No. 10, 1946, in computing 
length of service 50 per cent has been added for all overseas service. Now, under the 
provisions of an amending circular, No. 117, in computing time-in-grade 50 per cent is 
added for oversea service prior to 1 May, 1946, while such service on or after that 
date will not be given additional credit for purposes of computing time-in-grade. 

Issuance of a telegraphic directive 19 April has also effected an important change. 
Under this directive the policy of withholding terminal leave promotions from officers 
who have been on limited duty is revoked, extending to them the same promotional 
privileges enjoyed by officers whose records show continuous unlimited duty. A¢ re 
ported in last week’s ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, the original policy was considered 
highly unfair to those affected. 


The World’s Navies—Virtually the entire number of the world’s fighting ships 
are owned either by the United States or Great Britain, according to figures on the 
Navies of the World included in the newly published Encyclopaedia Britannica 1946 
Book of the Year. 

Francis E. MeMurtrie, editor of Janes’ Fighting Ships and author of the Britan- 
«nica Year Book article, says that while the United States Navy is now incomparably 
the greatest in the world, a coalition of all the other navies in the world could not 
match the strength of either Britain or the United States. 

According to McMurtrie’s figures, there are now 56 battleships or battle cruisers 
in all the world’s navies, compared with 66 in 1940. Of the 1946 total, the United States 
has 20 in active commission or ready reserve and the Royal Navy 14. Four of the 
battleships in the total were Japanese, but only one of these was seaworthy, and it 
was certain that all would be scrapped or taken away from Japan. The same applies 
to the Italian fleet of five battleships, for, as McMurtrie points out, “it seemed im- 
probable that Italy would be permitted to keep under its control the five battleships 
that remained afloat, for this would make it the strongest continental naval power in 
*Europe.” 

Of the remaining 13 battleships Russia has probably four battlewagons, France 
three, Argentina and Brazil two each, and Turkey and Chile, one each. 

As of the end of 1945 there were 200 cruisers in the world’s fleets, and in this 
eategory also the United States and Great Britain are overwhelmingly predominant. 
The U. S. Navy has 79 cruisers, and Britain 63. Nearest competitors are Italy and 
France with nine each, and again McMurtrie predicts that the Italian cruiser fleet 
will be divided among the allied powers. Russia with eight cruisers and Spain with 
six come next in the list. Six unsunk cruisers were left in Germany’s hands at war's 
end but have since been divided among allied fleets either for scrapping, atomic bom) 
tests or experimentation. The other cruisers, mostly old and obsolete by U. S. Navy 
standards, are distributed among nine minor sea powers. 

But the preponderance of modern Anglo-American naval might is even more 
noteworthy in aircraft carriers. France’s navy has one escort carrier, built in the 
United States, but no other nation has a carrier. The U. 8. Navy boasts 37 fleet car- 
riers and 79 escort carriers, all built after 1940 and all to be kept in active service oF 
in ready reserve. The Royal Navy’s carrier force is comprised of 14 fleet carriers 
and 42 escort flat-tops. 

The United States fleet is also far ahead in submarine power, with 200 underseas 
boats, compared to Britain’s 150. Only Russia, whose naval force is covered bY 
“strict secrecy” is believed to have 100, according to the Britannica Year Book article. 
Excluding 150 U-boats captured in German hands, 51 Japanese underwater raiders, 
and 35 Italian subs, there are 133 more submarines in the world’s navies. France and 
Sweden are the most powerful of the minor sea powers in this category, with 28 and 
26, respectively. 

American supremacy in all other classifications of fighting ships and auxiliaries 
was on approximately the same ratios, the Year Book shows. With 367 destroyers 
and large torpedo boats, it outranks the British Navy’s 300 and the Soviet’s 50 in 
this grouping.

Rear Admiral George Henry Rock, 
USN, former Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, died 20 April in the 
Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, at the age of 
77. 





George Henry Rock was born in Hastings, 
Mich., and was graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1889. Three years later he re- 
ceived a B.S. degree in Naval Architecture 
from the University of Glasgow, in Scotland, 
and on his return to the United States 
launched his long career as a nayal con- 
struction engineer. 

His first duty station was in the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard, where he remained until] 1895, 
when he was transferred to Baltimore as 
superintending constructor for three years. 
He had similar assignments, successively, at 
Newport News, Va., 1901-02; as construction 
officer at Portsmouth, N. H., 1902-06; Boston, 
1909-11, and in New York during World War 
I, from 1915-21. 


After heading the Navy Yard at Norfolk 
from 1921-23, Admiral Rock was appointed 
Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, a post he retained until 1929, 
when he was advanced to be Chief of the 
Bureau until his retirement 1 Oct. 1932. He 
was confirmed as a permanent Rear Admiral 
in 1926. 

The Bureau of Construction and Repair 
is now part of the Bureau of Ships. 

On his retirement, Admiral Rock served 
as president of the Webb Institute of Naval 
Architecture, where he remained until suc- 
ceeded last January by Vice Admiral Samuel 
M. Robinson. His death followed a brief ill- 
ness. 

Admiral! Rock was awarded the Navy Cross 
in World War I. He was president of the 
Society of Naval Architecture and Marine En- 
gineers, 1934-37; a member of the Naval In- 
stitute; the Engineers and Andiron Clubs of 
New York, and the Army and Navy Club of 
Washington. 

He is survived by two sons, Albert N. Rock 
and Bertram N. Rock.

Industrial production advanced con- 
siderably in March and appears to have 
declined only moderately in the early 
part of April notwithstanding a com- 
plete shutdown in the bituminous coal 
industry and some reduction in output 
at steel mills, according to the national 
summary of business conditions com- 
piled by the Board of Governors of the 
Federal Reserve System. 

The value of retail trade has continued 
to set new records during this period and 
wholesale commodity prices have risen 
further. 

Production at factories and mines, ac- 
cording to the Board’s seasonally ad- 
justed index, rose from a level of 153 
per cent of the 1935-39 average in Feb- 
ruary to 169 in March. This is slightly 
above the level reached last November 





before production was reduced by 
strikes in the automobile, electrical 
equipment and steel industries. In 


April the index will probably show a 
decline of three or four points as 
decreases in coal and steel are only part- 
ly offset by continued increases in other 
industries. 

Employment in nonagricultural estab- 
lishments rose about 600,000 in March 
after allowance for seasonal changes. 
This rise reflected increased employment 
in manufacturing — largely in the iron 
and steel group—and continued gains in 
trade and construction. 

Department store sales rose sharply 
in March and continued at a high level 


in the first half of April. Wholesale 
prices of agricultural and_ industrial 


commodities continued to advance from 
the middle of March to the third week of

A report of four years’ operations of 
the War Department’s $9 billion so 
ealled “V-loan” program, designed to as- 
sist industry by guaranteeing over 6,000 
loans needed for conversion to war pro- 
duction, was made public by Under 
Secretary of War Royall this week. 

The Under Secretary said that the 
War Department lent no actual funds, 
but rather, as guarantor of loans, in- 
sured banks against unadvisable risks. 
With the program coming to & close. Mr. 
Royall said, an estimate of certain and 
probable losses would not reach $5 mil- 
lion, while total guarantee fees will 
amount to more than $24 million. 


ATC Orders Immersion Suits 

Quick-donning immersion suits for all 
passengers and crew members on over- 
water flights are being furnished by the 
Air Transport Command in the interest 
of greater safety. 

The ATC is securing 10,000 synthetic, 
plastic-coated, high-strength cotton mate- 
rial immersion suits. The suits are en- 
tirely water-tight: go on over all other 
outer clothing including the Mae West 
life preserver. It can be put on by a novice 
within 30 seconds and by an expert with- 
in 10 seconds. 


SG Endorses Cancer Control 

Unqualified endorsement of the Na- 
tion’s observance of Cancer Control 
Month was voiced this week by Maj. 
Gen Norman T. Kirk, The Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army. 

“In making the public conscious of the 
once-dreaded disease, great strides may 
be expected in the future — as in the 
past-—in the even more successful treat- 
ment of cancer,’ General Kirk stated. 
“We in the War Department shall con- 
tinue to do our best to aid in furthering 
intelligent research and treatment in 
stamping out the illness.”

The first high seas demonstrations of 
new RCA merchant ship loran receivers 
are now under way in the Atlantic and 
the Pacific and trial installations of ship- 
board radar equipment soon will be made 
on vessels in the Great Lakes and coastal 
regions of this country, Charles J. Pan- 
nill, president of the Radiomarine Cor- 
poration of America, has announced. 

Mr. Pannill disclosed that the Swedish 
American liner Drottningholm, en route 
from New York to Gothenburg, is using 
the new RCA long-range navigational 
equipment successfully on its first loran- 
guided Atlantic crossing. Radioed reports 
from the ship, he said, tell of perfect 
perfermance. The installation was ar- 
ranged by G. H. Lundbeck, jr., United 
States Managing Director of the Swedish 
American Line, through the RCA Inter- 
national Division, which handles foreign 
sales for Radiomarine. 

Officials of the Swedish American Line, 
pointing out that this is the first east- 
bound sailing of the Drottningholm since 
1940, emphasized the importance of use 
of loran on the voyage and said that all 
vessels of the line will employ this type 
of navigational equipment as peacetime 
services are resumed. The Drottningholm 
is carrying 800 passengers. 

Pacific Test 

Meanwhile, a second demonstration is 
being conducted aboard the Waterman 
liner J. B. Waterman undertaking a lo- 
ran-guided Pacific crossing with similar 
RCA equipment, Mr. Pannill revealed. 
This vessel, which sailed recently from 
a gulf port, is en route to China. 

Mr. Pannill said that RCA engineers, 
who were largely responsible for devel- 
opment of the original loran receivers 
used so effectively by the Army and Navy 
during the war, had refined the wartime 
models and developed the present mer- 
chant marine loran system. He pointed 
out that this equipment enables a ship- 
board navigator to obtain an accurate 
measurement of the ship's position in two 
or three minutes in darkness and any 
kind of weather. 

Short-Range Radar 

Trial installations of shorter-range 
radar equipment developed by Radioma- 
rine for merchant vessels operating in 
lakes, rivers, harbors or coastal waters 
will be made shortly, Mr. Pannill said, 
as a further application of wartime elec- 
tronic safety and navigational devices to 
commercial maritime operations. 

He disclosed that Radiomarine is co- 
operating with the Lake Carriers’ Asso- 
ciation, of Cleveland, in plans for tests 
of radar instruments on the Great Lakes. 
The association, which represents leading 
shipping interests in that region, pro- 
poses to conduct an experimental pro- 
gram to integrate the uses of radar into 
a complete system of electronic naviga- 
tion. ; 

Returned to Owners 

Almost 600 vessels have been returned 
to their owners by the War Shipping 
Administration, including 331 tankers, 
241 dry cargo ships, six passenger ves- 
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sels, three barges and one cable ship. The 
preponderance of tankers is due to action 
last October by the WSA in recalling 
these vessels home from overseas ports 
in great volume. 

Among the vessels recently turned back 
to their owners was the SS Admiral Ha). 
stead, property of the Pacific Mail Steam. 
ship Co., in San Francisco, which ray 
past Jap raiders into embattled Darwiy 
early in the Pacific war for nine succes.

Another redelivered ship was the ss 
Alcoa Pioneer, owned by the Aleog 
Steaming Co., Inc., New York, which was 
saved from destruction during violent at- 
tacks by Jap planes off Leyte only 
through the heroism of her merchant 
crew apd Navy gunners. Bombs from one 
plane fell on the bridge deck of the 
freighter, killing five gunners and wound 
ing others among Navy and merchant 
seamen. The raiders were fought off, the 
vessel repaired, and she continued sail- 
ing in war service. 


AAF Hospital in Japan 
With the Fifth Air Force, Johnson 
Field—The Fifth Station Hospital, first 
American-built hospital in Japan for 
Army use, was dedicated 13 April. 
The 250-bed hospital, which includes 
42 prefabricated units, was constructed 
by the 43rd Engineers and was dedicated 
by Maj. Gen. K. B. Wolfe, commanding 
the Fifth Air Force. Lt. Col. Ralph E£. 
Switzer, MC, surgeon in charge, said that 
it is one of the most modern the Army 
is using and as up-to-date as many in 
the United States. 


Death for Wake Killings 
Guam — Two Japanese naval officers 
were sentenced to death on 17 April by a 
U. S. military commission for their part 
in the murder of American prisoners ou 
Wake Island in 1942-43. They are Capi. 
Susumu Kawasaki, found guilty of or- 
dering the beheading of an American ¢i- 
vilian construction worker, and Lt. (jg) 
Kiroku Horie, convicted of the mass ma- 
chine gunning of 25 American prisoners.

tee approval. 

Members of the committee present for 
the balloting, however, made clear the un- 
derstanding that their votes on report- 
ing the bill would not necessarily reflect 
the votes to be cast by them when the 
measure is brought up in the Senate. 


A minority group headed by Senator 
Styles Bridges (R-N.H.), meanwhile 
sponsored a second merger plan, which 
was referred to Senator Thomas’ Mili- 
tary committee. Senator Bridges, himself 
a member of the committee, introduced 
the bill on 22 April, but it was indicated 
that in view of the lengthy hearings al- 
ready conducted in framing the Adminis- 
tration merger plan, its reception in com- 
mittee would be cool. 


In introducing his own merger bill, 
Senator Bridges briefly criticized the Ad- 
ministration-supported measure which, he 
said, tends to emphasize unification but 
not unity. While it represents the views 
of the Army, he declared, “the bill has 
not had full and unbiased consideration.” 

A portion of his remarks is quoted: 

“When the controversy over unity of the 
armed forces began, many of us believed that 
the right answer lay between the extreme 
daims of the partisans. I, for one, believed 
that the Military Affairs Subcommittee would 
arrive at that right answer in its report to 
the full committee. A study of that report, 
however, can lead only to the conclusion that 
as Senate bill 2044 stands now it is almost 
wholly a strictly military offering which the 
executive branch of the Government in effect 
demands that the Congress of the United 
States approve. 

“The President can propose and the armed 
services can suggest. But this legislative de- 
cision is for the Congress itself to render. 
We must not dodge the responsibility. We 
must not be hustled or driven to a decision 
in which we cannot sincerely believe. The 
subject is too important. The steps we are 
asked to take are too historic for us to evade 
a complete exploration of the path we are 
asked to set the Nation’s feet upon. 

“I want to briefly refer to the objections 
some of us who have studied the bill have to 
Senate bill 2044. 

“The bill has not had full and unbiased 
consideration. The subcommittee heard 30 
witnesses. Twenty-seven of the witnesses were 
from the War and Navy Departments. Nat- 
urally, they put forward their special inter- 
ests. Citizens of all walks of life should be 
heard, for it is one of the major, if not the 
most important, issues before them today. 

“Senate bill 2044 should emphasize unity, 
not unification. Our objective should be unity 
which is over-all and comprehensive. It should 
be a unity which could preserve the fu!l 
spirit which has always existed within the 
respective armed services.” 

Senator Bridges charged that the one- 
department bill would weaken civilian 
control and unbalance the armed forces. 
His bill would create an autonomous Air 
Force under a Department of Air headed 
by a third Cabinet member, and would 
continue the two present Departments of 
War and Navy with the addition of addi- 
tional Assistant Secretaries for scientific 
research and development. 

Coordination would take place in a 
“National Security Council of Common 
Defense,” composed of the Secretary of 
State and the Secretaries of War, Navy, 
and Air, presided over by the President 
or in the President’s absence by a civilian 
administrator, known as “Coordinator of 
National Defense.” It would be the duty 
of the Coordinator of National Defense: 

“(1) to bring into common action the com- 
mon defense policies of the United States 
and to provide for unity in the execution 
thereof ; 

“(2) to assess and appraise the objectives, 
commitments, and risks of the United States 
M relation to our actual and potential mili- 
tary power, in the interests of our common 
defense ; 

“(3) to control the policies and activities of 
any organization responsible in time of war 
for censorship and for the conduct of psycho- 
logical and economic warfare; 

(4) to review the composition of the mili- 
tary budget with a view to integrating and 
unifying it and to advise the President with 
respect thereto; and 

(5) to bring into common action the ex- 
—e departments, independent agencies, 
a, commissions, Government corpora- 
— and other agencies in the executive 
ranch of the Government as may be neces- 
Sary to provide for the common defense.” 
few ithin the Council of Common De- 
€nse, the Joint Chiefs of Staff would be 
ae ned, consisting of the Chief of Staff 
_ Army, the Chief of Naval Opera- 
th 8, and the Commanding General of 

e Air Forces. 

Under them would be a Military Edu- 





cation and Training Board, a Central 
Research and Development Agency, a Na- 
tional Security Resources Board, a Mili- 
tary Munitions Board, and a Central In- 
telligence Agency, all with over-all re- 
sponsibilities for coordinating all three 
branches. 

The Bridges bill provides, in addition, 
for a future study of Army and Navy 
medical facilities, with a view toward 
coordinating their facilities with those of 
the Public Health Service “as a coordi- 
nated service in time of war.” 

Meanwhile, support is growing for the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL’s suggestion 
that the entire matter of unification and 
post-war organization for National De- 
fense be turned over to the Council of 
Elder Statesmen for National Defense for 
solution. This Council, which President 
«fruman created when he nominated the 
ten top service leaders for permanent re- 
tention of their high war ranks and active 
duty pay, would be eminently fitted to 
work out an organization which would 
meet the Nation’s requirements and merit 
the support of all elements.

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Army Court Martial System 


A House Military Affairs subcommit- 
tee report on the Army courts martial 
system, portions of which have found their 
way into the press although not officially 
released by the committee, sharply crit- 
iczes the trial system. 


Publication of portions of the report late 
last week brought from Under Secretary 
of War Royall a sharply critical state- 
ment characterizing the document as a 
“proposed report” and stating that it con- 
tains “numerous incorrect statements.” 

The entire report of the subcommittee 
was compiled and allowed to “leak” to 
the press without hearings of any kind, 
public or executive, and without giving 
the Army any opportunity to present its 
side of the case. 

However, probably as a result of the 
prompt and sharp report of Mr. Royall 
it is understood that the committee, which 
contends seriously that the report was not 
intended for publication, has now agreed 
to permit the War Department to send up 
witnesses to present its side of the case. 

In a breakdown of executions in the 
Army from Pearl Harbor to 22 Feb., 1946, 
the report stated that 72 were for murder, 
51 for rape, 18 for murder and rape, and 
one for desertion. 

The report said that “bringing charges 
of rape against American soldiers became 
a sort of racket among portions of the 
populace in the European Theater, and it 
is believed that numerous convictions of 
innocent soldiers took place because 
courts too amiably accepted dubious iden- 
tifications in the interest of discipline in 
general or of maintaining the good name 
of the Army among liberated or con- 
quered people.” 

The 25,000-word report, now awaiting 
action by the full committee, contended 
that as a general thing Army courts are 
too severe, 

: “Most professional soldiers,” it said, 
“regard the system as a means of enfore- 
ing discipline.” 

Maj. Gen. Thomas H. Green, The Judge 
Advocate General of the Army, speaking 
26 April in Palm Beach, Fla., at the an- 
nual convention of the Florida State Bar 
Association, said that he believes that the 
overall experience of the war shows that 
the American system of military justice 
is basically sound. 

“Certainly it is not perfect,” General 
Green said, “nor does the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department contend that mis- 
takes have not been made. However, 
when miscarriages of justice have been 
discovered the Department has hastened 
to correct them on its own initiative.” 

Summarizing courts martial proceed- 
ings during the war, General Green said: 

“A recent survey of several categories of 
our serious types of offenses discloses a stand- 
ard of fairness on the part of military courts 
for which the Army receives little credit in 
the minds of some of our critics. 

“For example, of 345 prosecutions for mur- 
der during the fiscal years 1942 to 1945 in- 
clusive, 107, or 31 per cent, resulted in ac- 
quittals and 92, or 27 per cent, resulted in 
findings of lesser included offenses. 

“Of 307 rape cases 160, or 52 per cent, re- 
sulted in acquittals and 44, or 14 per cent, 
resulted in findings of lesser included offenses. 
These figures, I believe, wil] compare very 
favorably with the disposition of similar cases 
in civil practice. 

“One of the fundamental principles of the 
Army in the administration of military jus- 
tice, moreover, has been to give the accused 
soldier another chance. The door to rehabil- 
itation is not closed until the offender himself 
shuts it in our face.” 

Under Secretary of War Royall’s state- 
ment, issued 20 April, follows: 

There has been given to the press a “Com- 
mittee Print” of a suggested report of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, dealing 
with the Army’s Judicial System. The pro- 
posed report, which we have, is labelled “Ex- 
clusively for Members’ use. Not to be Re- 
leased.” I am informed by the Chairman of 
the Military Affairs Committee that this re- 
port has not been approved by the Commit- 
tee and that the Committee has not author- 
ized its issuance or its release. 

No hearings have been conducted cither 
by the Committee or by its special Sub-Com- 
mittee appointed to consider this subject. A 
hearing at which War Department repre- 
sentatives were. to be present was set for 
Friday, 19 April 1946, but because of the re- 
cess of the House has been deferred by the 
Committee until after the recess. 

Since the proposed report has—in some 
way—reached the press, I think it only ap- 








propriate to say that it contains numerous 
incorrect statements, both as to particular 
cases which can be identified and also as to 
alleged general practices. It also contains 
numerous statements prefaced by the words 
“it is said,” without giving the source of 
the information; and in many instances these 
statements are entirely incorrect. As to the 
particular cases which cannot be identified, 
I have no reason to believe that they are any 
more correct than those which can be. 

The proposed report also contains many 
general conclusions based on cases which 
are obviously non-typical and in a number of 
these instances these conclusions are not even 
supported by the non-typical cases plus the 
incorrect statements given in the proposed 
report. Any conclusions which might be 
drawn on the basis of this proposed report 
as now written would be grossly unfair both 
to the Army and the system of military 
justice and to the large number of competent 
and patriotic personnel who have administered 
it. 

The War Department is intensly inter- 
ested in the improvement of military jus- 
tice and the correction of such mistakes as 
have—inevitably—occured under the stress 
and in the conduct of war. Since the 
start of hostilities we have expanded and 
emphasized our system of rehabilitation. 
During the war this system has restored to 
duty—and made eligibile for honorable dis- 
charge—more than 32,000 general prisoners, 
a large proportion of all the prisoners con- 
victed .by general courts-martial. 

Last summer a Clemency Board was ap- 
pointed to review every individual general 
court-martial case. This board was headed 
by Honorable Owen J. Roberts, former 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. It is now supplemented 
by other boards, These boards have completed 
an individual review of a vast majority of 
the unrestored cases, there now being only 
about 4,000 general court-martial cases un- 
restored and unreviewed out of an original 
total of more than 83,000 cases. 

Recently—with the full knowledge of the 
Chairman of the Special Committee of the 
House Military Affairs Committee—the War 
Department appointed an advisory Board on 
Military Justice, with its members selected 
by the American Bar Association, to review 
the entire court-martial procedure. 

The Department is not only willing but 
anxious that full consideration be given all 
possible improvements in the system of mili- 
tary justice. However, the solution of this 
difficult problem is not helped by incorrect 
statements, nor by unjustified criticism, nor 
by unsupported and unwarranted conclusions. 

The subcommittee’s report, which com- 
mittee attaches contended was not ready 
for publication, opened with the following 
statement: 

“It is very important for American citizens 
to be convinced that when they serve in the 
United States Army they will be ruled by a 
system of justice which is not less scrupulous 
and fair than that which prevails in civil 
life.” 

Charging that few real reforms have 
been made in the Articles of War, the re- 
port said they are “virtually a transcript 
of the ancient Roman Articles of War.” 
It was noted that changes were made in 
1920 but that more were needed. 

Following are excerpts from the recom- 
mendations: 

“1. That the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department be invested with judicial power 
it does not now possess; that after a special 
or general court has been held the findings 
and sentences shall pass directly to the 
Judge Advocate General Department for all 
further actions of review, promulgation and 
confirmation, except for such final appellate 
review as may be made by the Judge Advo- 
cate General of the United States in accord- 
ance with Recommendation 2 below, and 
such final confirmation as may legally re- 
quire action on the part of the President. 

“2, That Congress authorize, empower and 
direct the President to name, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, a Judge 
Advocate General of the United States to be 
invested with the authority to correct in- 
justices arising in the judicial system of the 
Army, basing his decisions in fact as well as 
in law. 

“3. That Article of War 4 to be amended 
in such manner as to provide that when 
charges are brought against enlisted men for 
trial by special or general court martial they 
shall be informed of their right to have en- 
listed men sit on the court; that if the ac- 
cused so requests, enlisted men should be 
appointed to the number of one-third of the 
court; 

“That enlisted men so appointed shall 
be selected from other companies or equiv- 
alent organizations than that of the ac- 
cused person and that of the officer bring- 
ing the charges. 

“4. That Article of War 8 be amended in 
such a manner as to require that the law 
member in a general court martial be an 
officer of the Judge Advocate General's 
Department. 

“5. That Articles of War 8, 9 and 10 be 
amended as may be necessary to prohibit 





the censure, reprimand or admonishing of any 
member of a court martial by any authority 
who has appointed a general, special or 
summary court, with respect to the findings 
of sentences adjudged by such court. 

“8. That Article of War 11 be amended to 
require that counsel appointed for the de- 
fense be officers of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department. 

“7. That the Article of War 45, and such 
other Articles as may be necessary, be 
amended to provide a maximum table of 
punishments in time of war * * * and a differ- 
entiation * * * made between military person- 
nel in zones of combat * * * and military per- 
sonnel in areas where the more normal con- 
ditions prevail even in wartime. 

“8. That Article of War 44 requiring pub- 
lication in his home newspapers of the con- 
viction of an officer for cowardice or fraud, 
and making it scandalous for any other of- 
ficer to associate with him, be dropped. 

“9 That Article of War 5032 be amended 
to require that all covictions under which 
the accused has been confined for more than 
six months be reviewed by the Board of Re- 
view. 

“10. That Article of War 70 be amended 
to provide that failure to comply with its 
requirements for a thorough and impartial 
investigation before trial shall be a juris- 
dictional error. 

“11. That Article of War 70 be further 
amended to make provision that a showing 
of oppressive, cruel or persecuting practices, 
including threats for forcing confessions or 
admissions from accused persons, or persons 
under investigation, shall be a jurisdictional 
error, and that officers or others clearly re- 
sponsible for such practices shall themseves 
be subject to charges under the Articles of 
War. 

“12. That Article of War 92 be amended to 
make the punishment for rape subject to the 
discretion of the court; and that for United 
States personnel serving in a foreign conn- 
try the maximum punishment be that im- 
posed by the civil law of the country for its 
own citizens. 

“13. That Article of War 96 (the general 
article covering various offenses) be amend- 
ed to provide that punishments for crimes 
and offenses not capital awarded under the 
article be required to conform to the pre- 
scriptions of Federal and State statutes for 
eorresponding offenses. 

“14. That the Manual for Courts-Martial, 
Paragraph 97, be altered to make clear the 
right of defense counsel to procure wit- 
nesses by subpoena on an equal basis with 
the prosecution. 

“15. That the Manual for Courts-Martial 
be altered to require that notices of impend- 
ing court-martial trials be given to the press, 
and published on bulletin boards in the 
camp or post where they are to be held, 
with an accompanying statement that at- 
tendance at trials is permitted to the public 
and to military personnel. 

“16. That Army Regulations governing 
reclassification boards, boards convened 
under Public Law 190, and similar boards, 
be altered to provide fully that administra- 
tive due process of law be accorded to offi- 
cers or enlisted men brought before these 
boards, and full protection provided for the 
rights of those against whom allegations 
are made, including provisions for supply- 
ing defense counsel and witnesses on com- 
plete parity with the privilege of the Army.”

1946, again assuming the loss of 7,000 non- 
volunteers. 

“If 50% of the non-Regular volunteers 
choose separation rather than demotion 
this would be a loss of 4250 officers be- 
tween now and 1 Sept. 1946 which would 
drop the officer availability as now 
planned from 155,000 to 150,750 against 
a requirement for 151,000. 

“Present plans contemplate that be- 
tween now and 1 Sept. 1946, colonels and 
lieutenant colonels will be demoted as 
follows: 

“On 1 May, colonels with rank after 
25 August 1945. 

“On 1 June, colonels with date of rank 
after 1 April 1945. 

“On 1 July, colonels with date of rank 
after 1 November 1944. 

“On 1 August, colonels with date of 
rank after 1 June 1944. 

“On 1 September, colonels with date of 
rank after 1 January 1944. 

“On 1 June, lieutenant colonels with 
date of rank after 1 January 1946. 

“On 1 July, lieutenant colonels with 
date of rank after 1 November 1945. 

“On 1 August, lieutenant colonels with 
date of rank after 1 September 1945. 

“On 1 September, lieutenant colonels 
with date of rank after 1 July 1945. 

“This applies primarily to Ground and 
Service Forces officers but not entirely 
to Air Forces officers who will be in a 
more favorable position by three to six 
months on date of rank. No further de- 





tailed schedule is available for the pe 
riod after 1 Sept. 1946. 

“The above projections are tentative 
The estimates indicate the maximum re. 
ductions that will be necessary and can 
be materially affected by abnormally high 
attrition of senior Regular Army colonels 
changes in projected strength of the 
Army, recalling officers to active duty 
election of separation rather than de.

Navy Defines ‘Combat’ 


As a guide for determining eligibility 
for automatic promotions for officers due 
for retirement who won special com. 
mendations for actual combat, the Nayy 
department recently published its policy 
on classifying combat awards. 

With certain exceptions, Navy officers 
who have been specially commended for 
their performance of duty in actual com. 
bat will be advanced on the retired list 
to the next higher grade with three 
fourths of the active duty pay of the 
grade in which serving at the time of re- 
tirement. 

In order that interests of recipients of 
the awards may be protected, the follow- 
ing policy was approved for the admin- 
istrative determination of the classifica- 
tion of commendations as duty performed 
in “actual combat :” 

a. General—That the prerequisite for “ae- 
tual combat” shall be direct participation in 
an engagement with enemy forces. That all 
personne! serving in units so participating 
and present during any part of the actual 
engagement shall be presumed to be in actual 
combat. 

b. In interpreting the general rule, its 
application to certain special cases will be 
considered as follows: 

(1) Ship attacking or being attacked by 
a submarine—Definite evidence of the pres- 
ence of the submarine and that damage to 
the enemy, or to our forces, was attempted or 
inflicted must exist. 

(2) Submarine attacking or being attacked 
by ships—Direct attack upon the enemy (in- 
eluding enemy merchant ships) or by the 
enemy upon the submarine must be definitely 
established. 

(3) Aircraft attacking ship or shore in- 
stallations—The enemy must counter with 
antiaircraft fire or fire from intercepting en- 
emy planes during the approach, or attack, or 
retirement. 

(4) Aerial combat—“Combat” will be pre- 
sumed when fire is exchanged or when one 
or more enemy planes are destroyed in flight 
before they can take any counter-measures. 

(5) Personnel ashore—The commendatory 
acts must be performed in the actual im- 
pact danger zone of enemy shell fire or bombs 
during the enemy attack; individuals need 
not be actually engaged in returning the en- 
emy fire. 

(6) Amphibious operations—Personnel in 
transit between the beach and offshore ships 
who are under enemy fire will be in “combat” 
even though individual counter-measures are 
not taken against the enemy. 

(7) Rescue work—Personnel of ships and 
aircraft engaged in offshore rescue work who 
are under enemy fire will be presuried to be 
in “Combat” even though individual counter- 
measures are not taken against the enemy 

(8) Flag and Staff personnel—The acts o 
services for which commended must be per 
formed while actually serving in a ship, 
in flight, during an engagement with the e2- 
emy, or, when serving ashore, as defined in 
subparagraph (5). 

(9) Chemical warfare—The use of antl- 
personnel chemical agents by the enemy will 
be considered a suitable substitute for @0y 
of the weapons mentioned above.
